Sentencing 
delayed in 
mauling 
case

R obert Noel, one of the keepers of 
the dogs that killed Diane 
Whipple, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in a jailhouse interview last 
week that he overheard prosecutors 
agree in court that the judge who 
presided over his trial was out of line 
when he silenced defense lawyer 
Nedra Ruiz during the prosecution’s 
closing arguments.

S hawn O’Hearn, an openly gay HIV pre¬ 
vention worker running for supervisor 
in District 8, has tongues wagging over 
his mixing sex and politics via the Internet. 

By linking a personal Web page where he 
posted an almost nude photo of himself with 
his campaign Web site, O’Hearn is exposing 
himself to questions on just how open a gay 
man running for office should be about his 
sex life. Already, some political watchers are 
asking if O’Hearn has jeopardized his 
chances in the race by blurring the line be¬ 
tween his sexual pursuits and political ambi¬ 
tions. 

“By linking his political homepage to his 
hook up page, Shawn has set himself up for 
ridicule at very least. Whatever, that’s his de¬ 
cision,” read a post to a political message 
board on the sfpolitics.com Web site. 


O’Hearn’s personal Web site (home¬ 
town.aol.com/topcleancut) opens with a 
photo of him taken by gay photographer 
Tom Bianchi. All that covers his more private 
parts is a strategically placed towel. Below the 
photo is a list of O’Hearn’s interests such as 
gay softball, politics, sex, shopping, Feng 
Shui, volleyball, and sex again. 

At face value the Web site isn’t much to 
talk about and resembles the millions of 
other personal sites gay men have posted on 
the Internet. Except, that is, for the link to his 
political Web site. 

The link, www.ohearn4supervisor.com, 
sends surfers to O’Hearn’s campaign site. 
O’Hearn is running to replace San Francisco 
District 8 Supervisor Mark Leno who is run¬ 
ning for the state Assembly and will vacate his 
supervisor seat next year. 

“You have people constantly consulting 
you, basically saying an openly gay candidate

Black community struggles to 
fight AIDS with less resources

F or years San Francisco’s black communi¬ 
ty has increasingly shrunk in size. While 
the city’s black residents make up less 
than 4 percent of San Francisco’s population, 
they account for 15 percent of AIDS cases. 

Yet the Department of Public Health has 
proposed almost a 90 percent cut in funding 
to the Black Coalition on AIDS in its fiscal 
year 2002-2003 budget. The coalition, which 
had a budget of $1.3 million this year, expects 
to receive $140,000 in city funds next year. 

“What I see happening is that the number 
of cases is not going up but you have a small¬ 
er population that is much sicker,” said Andre 
Robertson, the coalition’s director of preven¬ 
tion. “The need is still out there. The same 
rates of infection are still out there. Yet, I can’t 
have the staff I need to do outreach.” 

The organization, which is one of the na¬ 
tion’s oldest agencies working to stop the 
spread of HIV/AIDS in the black communi¬ 
ty, is scrambling to find grants to cover its 
budget shortfall. It is not replacing staff who 
leave through attrition and its transgender 
project currently is unfunded. 

“That population probably has the most 
acute need,” said Robertson. 

Fighting the spread of HIV and AIDS 
within the black community is often hard 
even when the coalition is fully staffed, 
Robertson said. In Bayview-Hunters Point, 
the city’s predominantly black neighbor¬ 
hood, health issues often are less of a priori¬ 
ty than environmental and economic issues. 

“In the Bayview, HIV is not a top priority 
when you are living next to a Superfund site 
and you have violence all around you. People 
have so many other issues on their plate that 
HIV doesn’t get the attention that it should,” 
said Robertson. “In our outreach efforts, we 
try to address all of these issues.” 


A case in point is this weekend’s fifth an¬ 
nual Bayview-Hunters Point Wellness Expo¬ 
sition. The event aims to address the dispro¬ 
portionate rates of HIV and STDs among 
blacks. It also serves to highlight the histori¬ 
cally poor access blacks have had to HIV 
healthcare. 

But the exposition does not focus solely 
on HIV or on the gay community. Faith- 
based and traditional healthcare organiza¬ 
tions are also invited in an effort to engage 


the entire community in the fight against 
HIV, “because the whole black community is 
impacted,” Robertson said. 

“There is a lot of denial around AIDS in 
the African American community,” explained 
Robertson. “We want to remind people this 
is what is going on and this is what you 
should do about it.” 

While the expo aims to reach a wide au¬ 
dience within the black community, the

Harris to aid Dean 
presidential campaign

J ean Harris, the former exec¬ 
utive director of the Califor¬ 
nia Alliance for Pride and 
Equality, has signed on to assist 
Vermont Governor Howard Dean 
in his bid for the presidency in 
2004. 

While her new position will 
not be official until Dean formal¬ 
ly declares his intentions to run in 
July, Harris has tentatively agreed 
to be the California and Pacific 
Northwest campaign field direc¬ 
tor for the Committee to Elect 
Howard Dean for President. 

“I think he is going to be the 
next president. I can feel it in my 
bones,” said Harris, a 57-year-old 
out lesbian who lives in Long 
Beach. “I really think it is time for 
our community to look at the pri¬ 
mary and come together for 
somebody who is really good on 
our issues. He is not going to stiff 
us.” 

Her job will not be easy. Not 
only has Dean, who signed the 
country’s only civil union bill into 
law, upset many in the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT community with his 
stance against medical marijuana

but he lacks the name recognition 
of other potential candidates. De¬ 
mocratic contenders rumored to 
be thinking about entering the 
race include former Vice Presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore, House Minority 


Leader Richard Gephardt (D- 
Missouri), and Senators Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota), 
Joseph Lieberman (D-Connecti- 
cut), John Edwards (D-North 
Carolina), and John Kerry (D- 
Massachusetts). 

“Howard is among the top five 
really realistically in the polling 
who is going to run,” said Harris. 
“I think there is going to be a 
whole lot of people, especially in 
California and across the country, 
who will give money to LGBT 
causes. It is worth a $1,000 invest¬ 
ment to see this guy get into the 
White House and not compro¬ 
mise on our issues.” 

While she is an enthusiastic 
supporter of Dean today, Harris 
said it took some cajoling on his 
part to convince her to join his 
team. When the two first met last 
summer in San Francisco at a 
CAPE function, Harris said Dean 
already had her in mind for his 
campaign staff. But at the time, 
she said she was focused on see¬ 
ing California pass a domestic 
partners bill into law. 

“He was thinking about it 
since last year. I have been think¬ 
ing about it for the last six

T he California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality has 
named Geoffrey Kors, a for¬ 
mer legislative aide to ex-San 
Francisco Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
as its interim executive director. 
Kors will serve in the post, vacated 
by Jean Harris, until a new execu¬ 
tive director is named. 

The 41-year-old Kors, who now 
resides in Palm Springs, started 
with CAPE in his new capacity on 
Monday, June 3. In taking the po¬ 
sition, Kors stepped down from his 
seat on CAPE’s board of directors. 

He said he expects to remain in 
the interim post for at least four 
months as the agency conducts a 
nationwide search for a perma¬ 
nent executive director. He said he 
will be paid a monthly salary 
based on an annualized salary of 
$75,000. 

“He is an experienced manager 
and passionate political organiz¬ 
er,” said CAPE co-chair Kathy 
Levinson. “During his long tenure 


as a community activist, Geoff has 
always stepped forward when his 
skills were needed. CAPE and Cal¬ 
ifornia will reap immediate and 
long-lasting benefits from his in¬ 
sights and experiences.” 

Kors, an attorney, directed 
both the Gay and Lesbian Rights 
and the AIDS and Civil Liberties 
Projects of the Roger Baldwin 


Foundation of the American Civil 
Liberties Union in Chicago. For 
the past year, he has been in pri¬ 
vate practice in Palm Springs 
where he has focused on discrim¬ 
ination against members of the 
LGBT community and individu¬ 
als impacted by AIDS.

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New transgender law 
center to be launched in SF

Ip ost people familiar with 
H the National Center for 
1 m i Lesbian Rights have met 
staff attorney Chris Daley, a fel¬ 
lowship recipient working on the 
organization’s Transgender Law 
Project. Similarly, anyone who has 
dealt- with the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission or 
various other Bay Area nonprofits 
is probably familiar with trans¬ 
gender activist Dylan Vade, a re¬ 
cent law school graduate of Stan¬ 
ford University. 

Vade, Daley, and others have 
for quite some time shared a vi¬ 
sion of creating a legal organiza¬ 
tion dedicated solely to transgen¬ 
der issues. And now, thanks to se¬ 
curing of a couple of significant 
grants, the Transgender Law Cen¬ 
ter - a nonprofit organization 
fully focused on legal advice, re¬ 
ferrals, and networking around 
gender and the law - will soon 
exist in San Francisco. 

“It’s very exciting,” Daley told 
the Bay Area Reporter after learn¬ 
ing of a $90,000 grant awarded to 
the Transgender Law Center by 
the Echoing Green Foundation, 
which provides start-up money to 
“social entrepreneurs” building 
innovative projects that will effect 
social change. The funds will start 
to come in during September, at 
which point the Transgender Law 
Center will begin operating under 
organizational sponsorship until 


it receives nonprofit status and a 
home of its own. The Transgender 
Law Center has also secured a 
$20,000 grant from the Yale Public 
Interest Initiative. 

“We’re taking baby steps right 
now,” said Daley. “We’ll spend the 
remainder of 2002 laying the final 
bricks for creating the Transgen¬ 
der Law Center and we’ll certain¬ 
ly be doing advocacy during that 
time.” 

The Transgender Law Center - 
will connect members of the 
transgender community to trans- 
sawy, competent legal services 
and will focus on community ed¬ 
ucation, referrals, legal represen¬ 
tation of transgender clients, and 
support of effective public policy 
initiatives. Although many orga¬ 
nizations have programs that ad¬ 
dress transgender clients, the 
Transgender Law Center will be 


California’s first full-time organi¬ 
zation providing the legal compo¬ 
nent necessary to protect people 
from transgender-based discrimi¬ 
nation in employment, housing, 
health care, marriage and child 
custody, public accommodation 
and education, and immigration, 
according to a statement from 
Echoing Green. A record 1,100 
people and organizations applied 
for the foundation’s grants, with 
the Transgender Law Center win¬ 
ning one of just 19 awarded. 

Daley credits NCLR with the 
Transgender Law Center’s launch, 
as his past year as a fellow at the 
organization has been spent 
working on NCLR’s Transgender 
Law Project, tackling gender iden¬ 
tity discrimination and other 
transgender rights issues. (Daley 
also coordinates the Legal Trans¬

Lesbian named to 
AC Transit bus board

|p ut lesbian Rebecca Kaplan, 
an Oakland resident who 
P ran unsuccessfully for the 
at-large seat on the City Council 
in 2000, has been appointed to fill 
an unexpired term on the AC 
Transit Board of Directors. 

Kaplan represents the at-large 
seat on the bus board; the district 
stretches from Richmond to Fre¬ 
mont. The unexpired term became 
available with the retirement of di¬ 
rector Matt Williams. Kaplan must 
run in November to retain the seat, 
and she told the Bay Area Reporter 
Monday, June 10 that she intends 
to run for election in the fall. 

She said that the application 
process was lengthy. First she sub¬ 
mitted an application, resume, 
and letters of support from local 
elected officials, including Berke¬ 
ley City Council member Kriss 
Worthington, Emeryville Mayor 
Ruth Atkin and state Assembly-

woman Dion Aroner (D-Berke- 
ley). Kaplan said there were seven 
initial applicants, all of whom had 
a 10-minute interview with the 
board. Following that, the board 
narrowed the list down to four fi¬ 
nalists, each of whom had a more 


extensive interview. After that, Ka¬ 
plan was selected. 

Kaplan said that after the 
board made its decision on May 
30, she was asked if she could be 
sworn in immediately so that she 
could sit as a voting member that 
night. 

“So they went and got the sec¬ 
retary and I was sworn in,” Kaplan 
said. “Three minutes after my 
swearing in, I was in my first 
meeting.” 

The issue at hand was whether 
the bus district should implement 
a free bus pass program for low 
income public school students. 

“I voted for it and it passed,” 
Kaplan said, adding the program 
was important to her. “I’m off to a 
great start.” 

Kaplan said that she’s planning 
a celebratory event for August 2 at 
Mekong Gardens Restaurant, 
3766 Piedmont Avenue, from 5-7 
p.m. 

“The public is invited,” she 
said. ▼ 


Berkeley swears in two new 
openly gay commissioners

B efore leaving for summer 
break from the University of 
California, Berkeley, two 
openly gay undergraduates took 
part in swearing-in ceremonies to 
become the newest members of 
two Berkeley city commissions. 

Appointed by openly gay 
Council member Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton, Peter Gee will join the Com¬ 
mission on Labor and Jorge Guz¬ 
man will join the Human Welfare 
and Community Action Commis¬ 
sion. 

The 20-year-old Gee is a dou¬ 
ble major in rhetoric and ethnic 
studies and will begin his sopho¬ 
more year this fall. He has worked 
as a public education coordinator 
for Sweatshop Watch in Los Ange¬ 
les and worked on the Market 
Worker Justice campaign develop¬ 
ment of the Multi-ethnic Immi¬ 
grant Workers Organizing Net¬ 
work. 



He has also helped develop an 
Immigrant Workers Union and 
has worked with Korean Immi¬ 
grant Workers Advocates. As an 
openly gay Asian Pacific Islander, 
Gee said he will bring a unique 
perspective to the commission. He 
said he wants to represent workers 


not just on the Berkeley campus 
but throughout the entire city. 

“There are a lot of labor issues 
on campus. I hope to be a voice 
for those workers on the labor 
commission,” said Gee. “Berkeley 
really has a unique position to 
take a good position on issues and 
set a standard for other cities to 
follow.” 

Gee said he will advocate for 
domestic partner benefits and 
promote equality and uniformity 
within labor policies. 

“I am really looking forward to 
being on the commission. There is 
a lot of potential for the commis¬ 
sion and I hope to be very proac¬ 
tive,” said Gee. 

The 20-year-old Guzman has 
already been attending regular 
and special meetings of the 
Human Welfare and Community 
Action Commission. A junior 
studying political science and so¬ 
ciology, Guzman said he wants to 
use his appointment to focus on 
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Worthington kicks off re-election bid

n the day of the partial 
eclipse, Monday, June 10,

ber Kriss Worthington used the oc¬ 
casion of his 48th birthday to kick¬ 
off his re-election bid at Bateau 
Ivre, a restaurant where last year he 
announced he was running for the 
Assembly. He later dropped out of 
that race and is now focused on re¬ 
taining his council seat and work¬ 
ing to help defeat Mayor Shirley 
Dean this November. 

Worthington and Dean have 
rarely seen eye to eye on matters. 
Last summer the mayor and Wor¬ 
thington squared off over a cere¬ 
mony at City Hall honoring visit¬ 
ing Japanese Boy Scouts. Wor¬ 
thington opposed the ceremony 
because of the Boy Scouts of 



America’s anti-gay stance. He held 
an informational picket and Dean 
moved her meeting with the 
Scouts out of the city. 


Monday, Worthington was all 
smiles as a crowd of about 75 peo¬ 
ple sang “Happy birthday” and he 
announced the launch of his cam¬ 
paign. Worthington, a progressive, 
is currently part of the council 
majority and has been on the win¬ 
ning side of many 5-4 decisions 
during his tenure. 

“We’re very lucky he’s there,” 
said friend and supporter Nancy 
Carleton. 

Worthington said he’s “pas¬ 
sionately devoted” to making sure 
former Assemblyman Tom Bates 
becomes the next mayor. Bates’s 
wife, former Berkeley Mayor Loni 
Hancock, is running for the As¬ 
sembly seat that Worthington had 
initially sought. 

“We’ll get Berkeley a new 
mayor and hopefully, re-elect me 
at the same time,” Worthington

‘Normal’ couples 
wanted for film

an Francisco couples who 
have been together more 
than 10 years, have faced ob¬ 
stacles in obtaining rights or bene¬ 
fits, and consider themselves “nor¬ 
mal” are invited to contribute to an 
upcoming documentary entitled, I 
Cant Marry You , scheduled to 
shoot in San Francisco August 2-4. 

Produced by cable television 
veteran Catherine Gray and shot 
by Emmy Award-winning videog- 
rapher Dwayne Shorey, the film 
hopes to profile various long-term 
gay couples to show the rest of the 
country “the absolute normalcy 
and sameness” of gay couplehood 
in relation to straight marriages, 
according to Gray. 

“The rest of the country tends 
to think we all lead promiscuous 
lifestyles. I want to show how 
many long-term gay couples there 
are out there so that they’ll realize 
it’s absurd they don’t have the 


same rights as married couples,” 
Gray said. 

Trannies, leather daddies, and 
other variants need not apply, said 
Gray, because “I’m really not fo¬ 
cusing on that type of couple. I 
feel they’re the exception and not 
the norm, and I’m trying to focus 
on the norm,” said Gray. “The 
couples I am interviewing tend to 
fit into the mainstream mold. 
That’s the majority of who we are; 
we’re not the 5 percent of things 
they show in the media. I want to 
show a diverse overview of people 
around the country.” 

Gray, who is 42 and has been 
coupled for the past year, said fea¬ 
tured couples don’t have to be 
fighting for gay marriage, but they 
should have some history of trying 
to fight for something that a legal¬ 
ly married couple would not have 
to. Examples of those already cho¬ 
sen for the film include a couple 
struggling with adoption proce¬ 
dures and a man who lost his lover 
in the World Trade Center attacks.

drafting San Francisco’s equal 
benefits ordinance and helped or¬ 
ganize the boycott of United Air¬ 
lines in protest of the company’s 
lawsuit to overturn the ordinance.

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Court ruling sparks hope 


L ast week the California Supreme 
Court gave same-sex couples with 
children something to smile about. In 
a unanimous decision, the justices ruled 
that a man who helped raise a young boy 
since birth is his lawful father even though 
he is not the biological parent. As the Asso¬ 
ciated Press reported, the ruling upholds a 
line of cases that say men who establish 
themselves as parental figures with children 
may become legal fathers even if they did 
not help conceive the child. 

This case involved Nicholas, who has been 
living with his non-biological father, Thomas 
(the last names of the people involved in the 
case were withheld since it involved a custody 
dispute). Thomas started living with 
Nicholas’s mother, Kimberly, and assumed 
parental duties, after she became pregnant 
with Nicholas by another man. The couple, 
which has since split up, had a rocky rela¬ 
tionship and the boy’s mother was jailed for 
minor offenses. While she was in custody, the 
boy lived with Thomas and his mother under 
a temporary court order. After Kimberly got 
out of jail, she claimed Thomas had no legal 
right to the boy. (It should be noted that the 
boy’s biological father has never come for¬ 
ward in the custody dispute.) 

The Supreme Court disagreed with that 
assumption. 

“What the court said is that, to the extent 
that people volunteer and assume the role of 
parent, their rights should be acknowledged,” 
said the boy’s attorney, Francia M. Walker. 

The ramifications could be major. Last 
November, of course, a San Diego appellate 
court ruled 2-1 that California law does not 
authorize second-parent adoptions. That 
case involved the acrimonious breakup of a 
lesbian couple and custody of one of the 
children born to one of the women and 
adopted by the non-biological mother. 
Since that ruling, the Legislature has worked 
to incorporate second-parent adoptions 
into law, which will hopefully correct the 
problem for past second-parent adoptions. 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden’s (D-San 
Francisco) AB25, which went into effect in 
January, contains a provision for step-par¬ 
ent adoptions that currently take place in¬ 
volving same-sex couples. 

In spite of these advancements, last 
week’s court decision cannot be underesti¬ 


mated. Kate Kendell, executive director of 
the National Center for Lesbian Rights, 
hailed the.ruling as a huge step forward for 
same-sex couples who have children and 
may separate. “I think it’s a great de¬ 
cision,” Kendell told us. “It de-links 
‘biological’ from absolute notions 
of parenting.” That never works , 
for both parents in a lesbian or 
gay household, she noted. “We ab¬ 
solutely believe the case will be 
helpful in litigating more cases.” 

Kendell noted that, “Nicholas’s father 
was a father in every sense.” 

Same-sex families are an in¬ 
creasing fact of life. Just last 
week, legislators in Sweden 
voted to let same-sex couples adopt chil¬ 
dren. Under the bill, gay and lesbian couples 
who are registered in a legal partnership - 
allowed in Sweden since 1995 - can be con¬ 
sidered joint adoptive parents of children 
adopted in the country or abroad. One of 
the partners will also be able to adopt the 
child of another. Gay activists in that coun¬ 
try and elsewhere hailed the decision, not¬ 


ing that it brings same-sex couples closer to 
gaining the full benefits of marriage. The 
law should take effect next year. 

The forward-looking Swedish govern¬ 
ment proposed the law after a parliamentary 
research committee found that same- 
sex couples would have the same abil¬ 
ity to care for the children. Now, if 
only some state legislatures and gov¬ 
ernors in this country (are you listen¬ 
ing in Florida, Jeb Bush?) would come 
to the same enlightened conclusion, 
children of gay and lesbian house¬ 
holds would not have to worry 
about the possibility of being 
yanked out of a loving home. 
A lot (but not all) of same- 
sex couples want the right to legally wed and 
have children; they should have that option. 
While gay marriage is not likely to become 
a reality in this country anytime soon, last 
week’s court decision could make it easier 
for same-sex couples who are parents to be 
treated equally when it comes to resolving 
custody disputes. That is a big step in the 
right direction. ▼ 




Not on your own anymore

A s I watch graduations across Ameri¬ 
ca, I am taken back to my own high 
school years. When I was a high 
school freshman in North Carolina in 1978, 
I was tormented every day as the “school 
faggot” by a group of jocks. Often this took 
place in class, yet teachers seemed to look 
the other way. Finally, I mustered the 
courage to go to my guidance counselor and 
tell him of the harassment. 

He listened, asked for the names of the 
kids and, when I mentioned the star of the 
school’s tennis team, he interrupted, “I 
know that kid. He’d never do anything like 
this.” With that, our meeting was over. I was 
sent back to the hallways with a clear if not 
directly spoken message: “You’re on your 
own, kid. Nobody around here is going to 
lift a finger to protect you.” 

Today, I serve as executive director of the 
Gay Lesbian and Straight Education Net¬ 
work, an organization that seeks to make 
schools better places, and safer places to 
learn for LGBT people. Nearly 25 years after 
the experience I recalled above, I have seen 
that, while we are making genuine strides in 
many communities and school systems, for 
too many students and their families, how¬ 
ever, little has yet changed in high school. 

The National School Climate Survey en¬ 
abled GLSEN to question nearly 1,000 
LGBT high school students in 2001. We 
found that 84 percent of LGBT high school 
students regularly hear comments like “fag¬ 
got” and “dyke” at school. Amazingly, 82 
percent say that teachers “never” or only 
“sometimes” intervene when they hear such 
language. One in four has heard a teacher 


use words like “faggot” or “dyke.” If you’re 
an LGBT student, in too many schools, 
you’re too often still on your own, kid. 

What does this do to a young person? 
Statistics about dropping out, the unaccept¬ 
able rates of substance abuse, and tragic 
young suicides tell the story in stark black 
and white. Let me put a more personal face 
on this story by sharing with you a note re¬ 
cently given to me by a high school student: 

“When I have heard my teachers and 
peers say dyke and fag, it just makes me 
sad - especially when it comes from 
teachers. I guess they don’t know it, 
but every teacher has at least one 
kid who completely adores them 
and wants to be just like them. I 
guess a lot of teachers just don’t 
know their own strength.” 

As we spent the last 
year at GLSEN devising a 
plan for our future, these 
words rang in my ears. 

How could it be that anti-LGBT name-call¬ 
ing and harassment were not only pervasive 
in our schools but also seemingly tolerated in 
school life? How long would it be before “boys 
will be boys” would no longer be an accept¬ 
able excuse for this kind of behavior? When 
would our schools start to “do the right thing” 
and make this kind of behavior unacceptable? 

We asked ourselves, why not right now? 

We came to a simple conclusion: if we 
could pick one thing that would make the 
biggest difference in our schools, it would 
be to make anti-LGBT name-calling, bully¬ 
ing, and harassment unacceptable. 

As long as students use “gay” as a syn¬ 
onym for “bad” (as in “that’s so gay”), we 
can never hope to create schools where 
young people truly learn to value and re¬ 


spect all of their peers. 

As long as teachers stand by when “fag¬ 
got” is said and do nothing (or worse, say it 
themselves), we will never have schools 
where all students can focus on reading and 
writing instead worrying about surviving. 

As long as anti-LGBT name-calling, ha¬ 
rassment, and bullying are “current events” 
in the hallways, homophobia will never be¬ 
come “history” in the classroom. 

There’s something you can do. There are 
approximately 15,000 school districts in 
America. In the vast majority of these dis¬ 
tricts, the superintendent has never once 
been asked to do anything on 
LGBT issues. You can ask. Go to 
the GLSEN Web site 
(www.glsen.org), register with 
the Safe Schools Action Net¬ 
work, and with one click 
you’ll be able to e-mail 
your local superintendent 
and ask him or her to take 

action now. 

Looking back, perhaps I owe a thank you 
to those jocks who tormented me, to the 
teachers who ignored that harassment, and 
to the counselor who denied me the support 
I so badly needed. If they hadn’t behaved so 
badly, I might never have been inspired to 
do the work I do now. Thanks to them, I am 
part of an unstoppable movement that will 
make their bad behavior unacceptable in 
our schools. And how could I better show 
my appreciation for their contribution to 
my life than by doing that? ▼

Time for community to act 

Thankfully, Pat Christen’s $207,000 
salary and additional $14,000 retirement 
and fringe benefit package was finally 
covered by a major daily when the Exam¬ 
iner covered this story on June 6. Now is 
the time for our community to act! On 
top of Ryan White CARE Act cuts and 
additional looming cuts Director of 
Public Health Mitch Katz and Mayor 
Brown have proposed, now is the time to vocally 
protest additional HIV/AIDS service cuts soon to be 
implemented by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

SFAF is now likely $5 million short of revenues 
budgeted for its current FY. Ignoring this shortfall, 
SFAF formed a third nonprofit as its global affiliate 
this year, despite promising not to shortchange AIDS 
services in the Bay Area if revenues weren’t realized as 
budgeted. Compare its tax return when it is released 
a year from now to its current budget; such compar¬ 
ison will likely show diversion of resources from the 
Bay Area for its overseas affiliate. 

SFAF’s next board of directors meeting is Monday, 
June 24, at 7:30 p.m., 995 Market, 2nd Floor. Advance 
24-hour pre-registration is required; call the board li¬ 
aison at (415) 487-3053 before 5 p.m. Friday to regis¬ 
ter. To request a 3-minute public testimony slot, 48- 
hour advance notice is required; call before Thursday. 

I have frequently been the only community ob¬ 
server at SFAF’s board meetings during the past four 
years; you can help prevent additional service cuts by 
showing up and packing this meeting room. Demand 
the board cut Pat’s salary and the salaries of five other 
of SFAF’s highest-paid employees now before more 
HIV/AIDS services are cut, along with staff layoffs, 
which are expected to occur in July. The top six em¬ 
ployees were paid in excess of $1 million (including 
salary and retirement/fringe benefits), which repre¬ 
sents 5.3 percent of SFAF’s $19 million budget. I, for 
one, intend to demand this board cut these six salaries 
by 50 percent to prevent additional service cuts to 
people living with HIV/AIDS. After all, while the poor 
and sick get poorer and sicker, these top six shouldn’t 
be getting richer at the expense of client services.

Leno needs to revise proposal 

Do you know how much water you should drink 
when you’re dancing? 

Do you know that San Francisco has a law requir¬ 
ing large dance clubs to provide free drinking water? 

Do you know the best way to protect your hearing 
when the music gets loud? 

Do you know that most deaths blamed on ecstasy 
were actually caused by heat stroke, an easily pre¬ 
ventable condition? 

Do you know how to find out if an ecstasy pill 
might contain potentially dangerous adulterants? 

Helping people prevent and reduce risks to their 
well-being is what the harm reduction movement is 
all about. 

Harm reduction was born out of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic. Today, it’s the sane and humane alternative to the war 
on drugs, seeking to reduce the harm of drugs - legal 
and illegal - and other risks to individuals and society. 

But right now, San Francisco city policies force 
clubs and parties to be more concerned with search¬ 
ing and arresting customers than providing safe and 
healthy spaces in which to party. Groups like Dance- 
Safe, which provide drug and safety information, ear 
plugs and safer sex supplies, peer counseling, and 
other services, are denied access at most venues. 


Now we have a chance to change that and put San 
Francisco at the forefront of harm reduction. Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno has introduced legislation creating a 
new entertainment commission to take over respon¬ 
sibility for issuing permits to night clubs and other 
events from the Police Department. The commission 
will be a body of citizens appointed by the mayor and 
the Board of Supervisors. This legislation is a response 
to circumstances of a couple of years ago, when prob¬ 
lems related to drug use and conflicts with neighbors 
South of Market led the police to attempt to close two 
popular clubs. 

In its present form, however, harm reduction is not 
included among the goals of the commission. The 
needs and interests of the patrons of San Francisco’s 
night life have been left out of the legislation. 

We need to urge Supervisor Leno to make harm 
reduction part of the mission of the entertainment 
commission. The commission should establish health 
and safety protocols appropriate for various venues 
and events, and enforce existing laws like the free 
drinking water ordinance. 

This year the LGBT Pride Parade and Celebration 
Committee adopted a set of harm reduction proto¬ 
cols and received DanceSafe’s “safe settings” certifica¬ 
tion - the largest event ever to receive that recogni¬ 
tion - while ReUnion, the official Saturday night party 
of Pride, has been certified two years in a row. 

Wouldn’t it be great if San Francisco followed the 
queer community’s lead and embraced the party safe 
message, just as it has embraced safer sex and needle 
exchange?

‘European model’ of

W ith Pride events breaking 
out all around the coun¬ 
try, and the visibility of 
the transgendered community in 
high gear, I feel it is about time I 
unleash a little something I call 
the “European model” of trans¬ 
gender unification. It’s a lofty title, 
no doubt, but I’ll make sense of it 
soon enough. 

You see, there is always a desire 
among some transfolks to limit 
the community and refocus on a 
less diverse portion of the whole. 
The reason for wanting to do this 
it twofold. It allows for a shorter, 
more concise list of needs - for ex¬ 
ample, only dealing with the med¬ 
ical and legal issues of transsexu¬ 
als, rather than muddying up 
the picture with the needs of 
other transgendered peo¬ 
ple. This tight focus also al¬ 
lows one to avoid all 
those who are simply 
too different, or whose 
presence would 
make transgen¬ 
der rights a 
harder sell. In¬ 
deed, the focus is often on the dif¬ 
ferences between us all, rather 
than our similarities. 

This isn’t my view: I prefer a 
diverse body of people. In fact, I’m 
used to being the odd trans out 
for my continual insistence on 
community inclusion, and my 
own tendency to straddle the lim- 
inal spaces in our community in 
an effort to strengthen the borders 
between the myriad transgender 
identities. 

This drive to focus on our dif¬ 
ferences baffles me. It would seem 
to me that we could all benefit 
from a large diverse community. I 
can’t help but compare it to the 
whole of humanity: we are a di¬ 
verse species, and it is that diversi¬ 
ty that gives us strength. 

It’s not that I lack sensitivity to 
the stumbling blocks of diversity: 
by being such a large body, we 
often have a harder time finding 
our common ground while mak¬ 
ing sure that all voices are heard 
and respected. One of the biggest 
stumbling blocks is this: how can 
a diverse body of people possibly 
fit within a single shared identity? 
This is where the European model 
comes in. 

Let’s compare the transgender 
community to the continent of 
Europe. The land mass contains a 
sizable number of different coun¬ 


tries, many of 
which have devel¬ 
oped their own 
cultures, lan¬ 
guages, govern¬ 
ments, and soci¬ 
ety over cen¬ 
turies. 

If I ask you to 
think of, for ex¬ 
ample, the stereo¬ 
typical German, 
you may conjure 
up thoughts of 
hearty, leiderho- 
sen-clad folk. Im¬ 
ages of Oktober- 
fests and 

bratwurst might come to mind, as 
well as World War II or the divi¬ 
sion of Berlin. 

You would not think of the 
stereotypical Scot, or a Nor¬ 
wegian, or a Frenchman. 
There are plenty other im¬ 
ages that would come to 
mind with each of those 
nationalities. 

Nevertheless, a French¬ 
man, a German, 
a Scot, and a 
Norwegian all 
have one thing 
in common: each is European. 

Now let’s replace images of 
kilt-wearing highlanders and 
wine-loving Gauls with cross¬ 
dressers, transsexuals, and the rest 
of our community. Each of the 
identities in our community has 
certain distinctions - some would 
say stereotypes - to them. Most 
transsexuals are considering or 
have completed a certain amount 
of surgery. A sizable number of 
crossdressers live the lion’s share 
of their life in their birth gender, 
only crossdressing in limited situ¬ 
ations. 

Each of these are specific to a 
given identity, and there are plen¬ 
ty of other transgender identities 
that have their own specific dis¬ 
tinctions. Each of these - as with 
Germans in Europe - fall under a 
larger term: transgender. 

Not all transgendered people 
are happy being transgendered. 
Some avoid the term like the 
plague, while others look at it as 
only a political framework, at best. 
In this way, it is like the European 
Union, a fragile conglomeration 
of European identities attempting 
to work as a whole. The EU has 
not been without its problems, 
such as getting all the member 
states to agree on the use of a sin¬ 
gle currency. 

Now let me muddy this up a 


bit, and introduce gay and lesbian 
identities to the mix. Now while I 
do prefer to look at gay and lesbian 
as a subset of transgenderism - 
after all, loving someone of the 
same sex isn’t considered by some 
to be gender-appropriate behavior 

- I’ll instead call homosexuality, 
oh, “Asia.” It’s a nice, big land mass, 
bigger than Europe. It has more 
people than all of Europe, too. 

Asia also contains this country 
called Russia, and Russia exists in 
both Europe and Asia. Indeed, the 
former Soviet Republic - in this 
model - may well be equated with 
those whose gender identity and 
sexual orientation are seemingly 
intertwined. And if Russia can be 
a member of NATO, then maybe 
this concept of a larger GLBT 
community is equally sound. 

I could continue, but I think 
you get the point. What I’m trying 
to say is that one can have a spe¬ 
cific identity - Italian or third sex 

- as well as a larger, more general 
identity - European or transgen¬ 
dered. Neither need take prece¬ 
dence, nor do you need to give up 
one for the other - but both iden¬ 
tities exist. 

This European model is not the 
first time someone’s tried to ex¬ 
plain our community. Writers far 
better than I have made their own 
attempts to show how transgen¬ 
dered behaviors fall over a broad 
spectrum of people, from the oth¬ 
erwise straight guy who gets an ear 
pierced all the way to the post-op¬ 
erative transsexual. The only dif¬ 
ference may be in pointing out you 
need not give up your own partic¬ 
ular identity in order to be a part 
of the larger one. 

Maybe it is time for us to be a 
little European in our approach. 
Like the growing pains of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union or NATO, it will not 
be without drama - but unity may 
indeed serve to strengthen us all. ▼

lations column that appears regu¬ 
larly in the B.A.R .) 

“Even before I started work 
here [NCLR attorney] Shannon 
Minter saw this as the end prod¬ 
uct of all the work we were doing 
or at least the next step,” said 
Daley, who is uncertain whether 
the Transgender Law Project of 
NCLR will continue when he 
leaves the organization at the end 
of his fellowship there in August. 
“NCLR is incredibly supportive of 
the work we’re doing and a huge 
percentage of our operating phi¬ 
losophy is based on my experience 
at NCLR. They will continue their 
own transgender work, but it’s my 
understanding that its full-scale 
Transgender Law Project will be 


collapsed into the new Transgen¬ 
der Law Center.” 

Daley said he also expects 
NCLR to contribute its own fund¬ 
ing and resources toward the new 
Transgender Law Center. The cen¬ 
ter is also in talks with FTM Inter¬ 
national for sponsorship, which 
would involve the donation of 
space and its members’ time and 
energy. 

Vade, who is currently study¬ 
ing for the bar exam and plans to 
become a staff attorney at the cen¬ 
ter, said he was excited by the new 
organization’s possibilities. 

“We are very privileged,” said 
Vade, “that we got funding to do 
this.” 

While in law school, Vade 
worked on a variety of transgen¬ 
der legal issues and policies, in¬ 
cluding revising the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission’s 


guidelines to address transgenders 
who do not identify as either male 
or female. He also interned at the 
Employment Law Center and 
worked on the LGBT project at 
Legal Services for Children. 

Daley, a gay man who is not 
transgender, said he is drawn to 
gender work because of the links 
and overlaps between gender- and 
sexuality-based discrimination. 

“Many in the queer communi¬ 
ty are hit by both sides of that,” he 
said. “All the work I do here im¬ 
pacts my ability to live as a non¬ 
transgender gay guy. And I really 
do believe in a true LGBT com¬ 
munity.” T

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Democrats favored to 
gain gubernatorial seats

A lthough a USA Today! 
CNN/Gallup Poll released 
this week indicates that nei¬ 
ther national party has been able 
to gain an edge - so far - in the 
race for control of Congress in the 
fall elections, operatives in both 
parties agree that Democrats ap¬ 
pear headed for a good year in the 
nation’s 36 gubernatorial contests 
in November. 

Partisan cyclical trends, weak 
state economics, and the usual 
non-presidential year politics have 
combined to all but assure that 
Democrats will net governorships 
in November. The most likely out¬ 
come is that Democrats will gain 
about six seats, meaning that for 
the first time since the 1994 elec¬ 
tions there will be as many Demo¬ 
cratic state chief executives as Re¬ 
publicans. 

More than a dozen currently 
held Republican governorships 
are in trouble this year. In con¬ 
trast, Republican takeover 
prospects appear promising in 
only four states: Alaska, where re¬ 
tiring U.S. Senator Frank 
Murkowski is the favored GOP 
nominee over Democratic Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Fran Ulmer, as 
well as in New Hampshire, 
Hawaii, and Alabama. 

Democrats appear to be partic¬ 
ularly well positioned to take 
statehouses from Republicans in 
Michigan, New Mexico, Rhode Is¬ 
land, Wisconsin, Tennessee, and 
even in heavily Republican 
Kansas, where Democrats have 
their strongest candidate in 
decades, state Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner Kathleen Sebelius. 

Democrats can count on a 
truly outstanding year in guber¬ 
natorial races if they are able to 
win in key races in five of the na¬ 
tion’s most populous states: Mass¬ 
achusetts, Illinois, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, and Florida. In Massachu¬ 
setts, GOP prospects improved 
somewhat when Salt Lake City 
Organizing Committee CEO (and 
longtime Utah resident) Mitt 
Romney mdved back to the Bay 
State and took the GOP nomina¬ 
tion from the incumbent GOP 
governor, Jane Swift. In recent 
weeks, however, questions have 
arisen about Romney’s residency 
status. Massachusetts is still a 
heavily Democratic state and the 
state’s leading Democrat, Senator 
Ted Kennedy, will fight hard for 
the Democratic nominee. 
Kennedy, incidentally, seems to 
know how to defeat the popular 
Romney, having done so once be¬ 
fore in 1994. 

In Illinois, polls show Democ¬ 
ratic nominee Representative Rod 
Blagojevich the heavy favorite to 
succeed outgoing GOP Governor 
George Ryan; Pennsylvania De¬ 
mocratic nominee Ed Rendell, a 
former Philadelphia mayor and 
chair of the DNC, is seemingly 
headed for a win in November, 
and even in George W. Bush’s 
home state of Texas, Democrat 
Tony Sanchez is said to be given 
at least a 50-50 chance of unseat¬ 
ing Republican Rick Perry, who 
took over when the U.S. Supreme 
Court appointed then-Governor 
Bush to the White House. 

Florida Governor Jeb Bush, 
however, is favored to retain his 
seat against the likely Democratic 
nominee, former Attorney Gener¬ 
al Janet Reno. Additionally, New 



York Governor George Pataki, a 
Republican, looks likely to keep 
his job after November. 

Another interesting note: of 
the 36 gubernatorial seats contest¬ 
ed this November, for the first 
time women are credible candi¬ 
dates in at least 12 of the races. 
The most likely change after the 
November general elections: A 
Democratic gain of from six to 
eight governorships nationwide. 

Politics and people 

In California, with the general 
election still five months away, 
Governor Gray Davis last week 
launched a major television ad¬ 
vertising campaign that touts 
his record on crime, 
health care, abortion, and 
the environment. The 30- 
second ads, which don’t 
mention his GOP nomi¬ 
nee, are the first ads ei¬ 
ther candidate has run 
since the March 5 pri¬ 
mary. Davis’s 
ads won’t be 
seen in the Bay 
Area but will 
run in Los Angeles, Sacramento, 
and the Central Valley and will air 
for four weeks. The early Davis 
ads highlight the contentious is¬ 
sues that have bedeviled many 
statewide Republican candidates. 
“I’ve signed several new laws pro¬ 
tecting a woman’s right to 
choose,” Davis says in the spot, 
“but we must face down every 
threat to that right.” Republican 
nominee Bill Simon is opposed 
to abortion, but his camp brushed 
off the Davis ads saying it “felt no 
need to respond to them immedi¬ 
ately.” 

Kennedys in politics: In addi¬ 
tion to Kathleen Kennedy 
Townsend (daughter of the late 
Senator Robert F. Kennedy) being 
the favorite to become the next 
governor of Maryland, Mark 
Shriver, son of Eunice Kennedy 
Shriver (a sister of the late John 
F. and Robert Kennedy) is run¬ 
ning for a congressional seat in 
Maryland, and in Rhode Island, 
Representative Patrick Kennedy 
(a son of Senator Ted Kennedy) is 
running for re-election to a House 
seat he first won in 1995. Further, 
in New York, Caroline Kennedy 
Schlossberg, the daughter of the 
late president, last week refused to 
rule out the possibility that she, 
too, would seek elective office 
“sometime in the future.” 

Mark Leno, Carole Migden, 
Susan Leal, Tom Ammiano, 
supe candidate Bevan Dufty, and 
Marin Assemblyman Joe Nation 
are among those hosting a 
fundraiser Wednesday, June 19, 
6:30-8 p.m. at the San Francisco 
LGBT Community Center, 1800 
Market Street, for Democratic As¬ 
sembly nominee John Laird

(27th Assembly District, Santa 
Cruz). The event is being orga¬ 
nized by the Gay and Lesbian Vic¬ 
tory Fund. A spokeswoman told 
the Bay Area Reporter this week 
that Laird’s campaign is going 
well. “He’s raising money right 
now. His opponent is anti-choice 
and anti-environment; the choice 
will be really clear in November,” 
said campaign staffer Allison En- 
dert (Tickets are $100; call 202- 
842-7312 for info). 

Incidentally, both Mark Leno 
and John Laird, likely to be the 
first two openly gay men elected 
to the Legislature in November, 
met Sunday with state Senator 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa 
Monica) and Assem¬ 
blywomen Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los 
Angeles) and Chris¬ 
tine Kehoe (D-San 
Diego) in Los Ange¬ 
les, attending a Gay 
and Lesbian Victory 
Fund break¬ 
fast. 

_ A proposal 

that would 
allow eligible Californians to reg¬ 
ister to vote on Election Day will 
appear on the November 5 ballot, 
Secretary of State Bill Jones an¬ 
nounced last week. Under terms 
of the initiative, legally eligible 
residents who show valid identi¬ 
fication would be allowed to reg¬ 
ister to vote on Election Day only 
at their neighborhood polling 
place. 

From Stockholm comes word 
that Swedish legislators last week 
voted to let same-sex couples 
adopt children - a decision that 
gay activists hailed as a step to¬ 
ward gaining the full benefits of 
marriage. Under the bill, expected 
to take effect early next year, gays 
registered in a legal partnership, 
allowed in Sweden since 1995, can 
be considered joint adoptive par¬ 
ents of children adopted in the 
country or abroad; one of the 
partners will be able to adopt the 
child of another. The measure 
makes Sweden, a nation of 9 mil¬ 
lion, one of the few countries to 
give homosexuals the right to 
enter legal partnership and adopt 
children. 

And the Canadian province of 
Quebec, once staunchly conserv¬ 
ative and strongly influenced by 
the Roman Catholic Church, re¬ 
cently gave legal status to civil 
unions of same-sex couples, as 
well as allowing gay couples to 
adopt children. Quebec will be¬ 
come the second Canadian 
province to legalize civil unions of 
same-sex couples; Nova Scotia 
was the first. Officials in Quebec, 
however, said the unions won’t be 
called marriage. The bill gives 
same-sex couples the same rights 
and obligations as married het¬ 
erosexual couples, including 
adopting and artificial insemina¬ 
tion. 

In Michigan, however, the only 
county in the state that permits 
adoptions by gay couples has halt¬ 
ed the practice after several judges 
from across the state complained 
that it violated the law. Archie 
Brown, the chief judge of Washt¬ 
enaw County Court, told judges 
to cease processing adoption ap¬ 
plications from all unwed couples. 
Though Michigan has no law ban¬ 
ning adoptions by gay couples, its 
statute permits only married cou¬ 
ples and single individuals to

The nostalgia 
of the queer left

1 IP oward the middle of his thin 
if new book, The Attack 
11 Queers, Richard Goldstein 
unintentionally reveals what rous¬ 
es the self-described “queers” 
among us from bed in the morn¬ 
ing. Goldstein, a columnist for the 
Village Voice, recounts the “ela¬ 
tion” he felt at having marched in 
the 1994 New York St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade with a small group 
of Irish gays. “We strode 
past a million people 
shrieking epithets,” he 
writes of the “frenzied” 
crowd that greeted the gay 
contingent. “It was a terrify¬ 
ing spectacle, but ut¬ 
terly exhilarating.” 

Styled as a critique of 
the gay right, the 
book reveals far more about the 
nostalgia for alienation and dan¬ 
ger that captivates the queer left. 

En route from flawed premises 
to paranoid conclusion, Gold¬ 
stein’s thesis is this: An insidious 
alliance between the liberal media 
and the gay right (the “attack 
queers” of the title) is undermin¬ 
ing the historic commitment of 
the queer community to libera- 
tionist culture and politics. 

What’s the evidence of this im¬ 
probable collaboration between 
the liberal media and “homo- 
cons”? Mostly that Andrew Sulli¬ 
van gets to write columns for the 
New York Times Magazine and 
queer leftists don’t. It never occurs 
to Goldstein that the reason for 
this might be that Sullivan is a bet¬ 
ter and more original essayist 
than, say, Michelangelo Signorile. 
But Sullivan has now been banned 
from the Times, making the al¬ 
liance about as durable as the So¬ 
viet-German pact of 1939. 

Moreover, to sustain this dubi¬ 
ous thesis would require a basic 
understanding of the “gay right.” 
But it’s apparent that Goldstein’s 
understanding is limited to a few 
provocative passages from Sulli¬ 
van’s work (with a little Camille 
Paglia and Norah Vincent thrown 
in for gender equity). 

Important authors of the gay 
right go unnoticed. There are only 
passing nods to Bruce Bawer’s 


seminal book A Place at the Table, 
of which Goldstein seems to have 
read only the title. There is no 
mention of Jonathan Rauch, a se¬ 
nior writer for the National Jour¬ 
nal and a regular contributor to 
The Atlantic. Many more such 
omissions mar the book. 

Even Goldstein’s treatment of 
Sullivan is superficial. There are so 
many references to Sullivan’s 
“monster” pecs and glutes, as op¬ 
posed to his actual ideas, that 
one wonders whether Gold¬ 
stein’s interest in him goes 
beyond the ideological. 
Goldstein also appears 
oblivious to the well 
known differences on the po¬ 
litical right between conserva¬ 
tives and libertarians. 
He sees a monolith 
where there is schism 
and subtlety. 

Not surprisingly, when Gold¬ 
stein attempts to describe the gay 
right he falls back on hackneyed 
caricatures. So he asserts in myri : 
ad ways that the gay right “deeply 
fear[s] difference” and that it 
thinks there is only one correct 
way to be gay. 

Very nearly the opposite is 
true. As ideological dissenters 
from orthodoxy, often maligned 
for that difference, gay conserva¬ 
tives and libertarians are keenly 
aware of the value of diversity and 
of tolerance for difference. 

But when queer leftists speak 
of diversity they do not mean the 
ideological kind. They mean 
something very prescriptive about 
the way gay life is to be lived. They 
sneer at the deepest aspiration of 
most gay people for normal lives, 
lives characterized by acceptance 
from family and community. 

Any affirmation of that im¬ 
pulse is seen by the queer left as a 
surrender of our alien selves to the 
dominant culture and as some- . 
how threatening to those who are 
not, and may never be, accepted. 

When challenged to identify 
what makes gay people funda¬ 
mentally different from straight 
people, liberationists tend to offer 
a short and ambiguous list. Gold¬ 
stein seems to think it resides in a 
gay “sensibility” revealed in gay 
fiction writing. This sensibility 
comprises “a distinct aesthetic, so¬ 


cially acute and earnestly roman¬ 
tic, albeit laced with irony.” Or try 
this formulation: gays have a “cer¬ 
tain temperament, a sensitivity to 
the complexities of desire, a per¬ 
spective on society.” 

If these platitudes mean any¬ 
thing, and it’s unclear they do, they 
reveal an impoverished apprecia¬ 
tion for life as lived outside the 
small circle of writers who pro¬ 
duce works like Angels in America 
and Cat On A Hot Tin Roof. 

If there is a distinct gay sensi¬ 
bility, it’s unlikely to have come 
from pleasant parlor readings of 
Whitman and Proust. It’s more 
likely to have been generated by 
the constant fear of police raids on 
gay bars, the snooping of the FBI 
on early gay organizations, the 
threat of prosecution for intima¬ 
cies in one’s own home, the sepa¬ 
ration from the important social 
recognition marriage offers. That 
is, it’s likely to have come from the 
government action the dreaded 
gay right is most concerned to 
eliminate forever from our lives. 

Romanticizing alienation from 
the norm is the nostalgia of the 
queer left. Consider the way Gold¬ 
stein describes the recent efforts of 
Greenwich Village residents trying 
to make their neighborhood safer 
and to protect the value of their 
property by reducing the presence 
of drug dealing and public sex. 
“This has nothing to do with gay¬ 
ness,” one lesbian resident told the 
media. But Goldstein disagrees: “It 
has everything to do with gayness 
as it once was, and little to do with 
what it’s becoming.” 

Here we have real irony. Criti¬ 
cizing gay conservatives, Gold¬ 
stein ends by calling for a return 
to “tradition”: “the tradition [of 
‘queer humanism’] that has always 
held gay people together,” “the tra¬ 
dition that consoled us in oppres¬ 
sion.” He wants us to be progres¬ 
sive by regressing, recapturing 
some imagined solidarity forged 
by a brutality it is our aim to end. 
He wants the frenzied million 
shrieking at him, like they once 
did, exhilarating him. T

Lieberman. At the same time, 
Senator Hillary Rodham Clinton 
(D-New York), seems to be just 
about everyone’s first choice as the 
Democratic veep nominee.

Suspect pleads not guilty in 
Russian River double murder

A Monte Rio man pleaded not 
guilty June 6 in the notori¬ 
ous 1998 slaying of Russian 
River bar owner, Hans 
Grahlmann and his employee, 
Jason Blore. 

The defendant, Zachariah Rut¬ 
ledge, 26, was arrested May 8 fol¬ 
lowing nearly three years of inves¬ 
tigation by the Sonoma County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

Rutledge faces two counts of 
murder and one count of robbery 
for allegedly gunning down the 
two men at Grahlmann’s hilltop 
home in Monte Rio. Grahlmann 
owned the Rainbow Cattle Com¬ 
pany in Guerneville, as well as sev¬ 
eral other establishments in San 
Francisco and other locations. 

According to police, Rutledge, 
a masseur and handyman, became 
the chief suspect in the crime after 
a local woman identified him as 
the owner of a knife allegedly left 
at the scene of the crime. 

Police admit they have not es¬ 
tablished a motive for the double 
killings, but say there are several 
theories. According to police, Rut¬ 
ledge may have been angry be¬ 
cause Blore replaced him as 
Grahlmann’s boyfriend or handy¬ 
man. 

People in the Russian River 
area who know Rutledge said they 
were stunned by his arrest. They 
described him as a kind person 
who loves the outdoors and has a 
goofy sense of humor. 

But they also conceded that he 
had been struggling with a drug 
problem for years and has been 
under treatment for a psychiatric 
disorder. 

Rutledge does not appear to be 
a well-known figure in the Russ¬ 
ian River gay bar scene, as were 
Grahlmann and Blore. Bartenders 
at the Rainbow Cattle Company 
and the Bull Pen in Guerneville 


said they had never heard of him 
before his arrest. 

A woman who knew him as a 
high school student said he was a 
bright young man who under¬ 
went a dramatic change after a 
girlfriend dumped him during his 
freshman year in college. 

During a short interview at 
Sonoma County Jail, Rutledge was 
friendly but refused to discuss the 
case. 

He is scheduled to appear be¬ 
fore Sonoma County Superior 
Court Judge Elliot Daum July 11 
to set a date for a preliminary 
hearing. ▼

Queer history bike 
tour this Saturday

T he uphill struggle for gay 
liberation in San Francisco 
will be the subject of a 12- 
mile bike tour, over not-too-hilly 
terrain, sponsored by the GLBT 
Historical Society and the San 
Francisco Bicycle Coalition. The 
ride, taking place this Saturday, 
June 15, will cover about 60 years, 
from World War II to the present, 
in about four hours and will visit 
key sites in San Francisco’s gay 
history. 

“It’s fun to go to the physical 
sites and get a sense of how peo¬ 
ple were able to act on being gay 
and lesbian,” said tour leader Paul 
Gabriel of the historical society. 

“The last time we did this,” said 
Gabriel, “we had a rolling conver¬ 
sation about how and why San 
Francisco became a gay mecca.” 

The tour will start at Justin 
Herman Plaza on the Embar¬ 


cadero near what was then the 
city’s Barbary Coast. “San Francis¬ 
co was one of the key places where 
people were shipped out by the 
Army, Navy and Marines during 
the second World War. That 
brought a lot of people here,” 
Gabriel said.

When sodomy was illegal, bars 
could be closed for serving liquor 
to “self-professed homosexuals.” 
The straight owner of the Black 
Cat, Sol Stoumen, fought a 1951 
case all the way to the California

“North Beach had one of the 
highest concentrations of queer 
spaces,” said Gabriel. Those in¬ 
cluded the Black Cat Cafe, at 
Montgomery and Columbus, 


protect freedom of assembly for 
gay people. 

From there, Gabriel said, the 
tour will go South of Market to 
see the headquarters of the Matta- 
chine Society, the first “ho- 
mophile” rights organization, 
founded by Harry Hay, and then 
down to Dore Alley and Folsom 
Street. It went from “trickin’ in an 
alley to the largest leather event in 
the world,” Gabriel said. 

Politically, the gay civil rights 
movement in San Francisco ex¬ 
ploded in the basement of what is 
now the California Culinary Acad¬ 
emy when the police raided a 1965 
costume ball in California Hall. The 
event, which has become known as 
“San Francisco’s Stonewall,” 
brought civil rights tactics to what 
only much later became known as 
the gay liberation movement. The 
police code at the time criminalized 
“same-sex touching,” and activist 
ministers, including Glide’s Cecil 
Williams and Trinity Episcopal’s 
Robert Cromey, stood out front 
and demanded to be arrested. 

They weren’t. The police ar¬ 
rested the gay ticket takers instead, 
but Gabriel said, the incident 
“mobilized the community here. 
It said: we are a minority, a new 
kind of minority.” 

From a police raid on a dance 
to making a gay person a supervi¬ 
sor, Gabriel said, San Francisco’s 
gay rights movement, in a little 
over 13 years, went from Califor¬ 
nia Hall to City Hall, about two 
blocks away, where Harvey Milk 
served until his murder, by ex-su¬

The tour will also go to the

should have stood up and told 
him that she had an obligation to 
defend her client and make objec¬ 
tions. Hell, I make objections all 
the time during closing argu¬ 
ments. And I’m really surprised 
that she didn’t say something be¬ 
cause if she had gotten back there 
and said something then it would 
have put it on Warren and made 
Warren look bad.’ That’s almost a 
direct quote,” reiterated Noel, who 
added that he didn’t remember 
what Hammer said but that Ham¬ 
mer clearly implied that he agreed 
with Hallinan. 

In March, Noel was convicted, 
along with his wife, Marjorie 
Knoller, of involuntary 
manslaughter and keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a per¬ 
son. Knoller, who was with her 
two Presa Canario dogs during 
the January 26, 2001 hallway at¬ 
tack, was also found guilty of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. The attorney 
couple is scheduled to be back in 
court on Monday, June 17. At that 
time San Francisco Superior 
Court Judge James Warren will 
decide whether to grant the cou¬ 
ple’s request for a new trial. If 
Warren doesn’t grant that request, 
he’s expected to sentence both to 
state prison. Noel faces up to four 
years. Knoller could be sentenced 
to 15-years-to-life. 

Noel spoke to the B.A.R. just 
after a hearing last Friday, June 7. 
Warren heard oral arguments 
from the couple’s defense attor¬ 
neys asking for a new trial and 
from prosecutors who maintained 
that the couple’s trial was fair. 

Hallinan’s spokesman, Reg 
Smith, said, “Mr. Hallinan denies 
making any such, comment.” 

Knoller is now being repre¬ 
sented by Dennis Riordan. The 
veteran appellate attorney argued 
that Warren was wrong for cutting 
off Ruiz, Knoller’s original attor¬ 
ney, when she objected during 
Hammer’s closing argument.

Friday that his admonishment of 
Ruiz was made after Ruiz and 
Knoller were causing a distraction 
by talking and gesturing during 
Hammer’s closing statement. 
Warren noted that the commo¬ 
tion was observed and was of con¬ 
cern to one of the court bailiffs. 

Noel said he “respectfully dis¬ 
agrees” with Warren on that. He 
said he saw no such commotion. 
Overall, Noel thought Warren 
handled the hearing fairly. 

“It looks like he’s trying to be 
as careful and thorough as possi¬ 
ble,” Noel said. “It’s a tough issue. 
There’s no doubt about it. I think 
Dennis Riordan’s position is ex¬ 
tremely well thought out and I 
think the correct analysis of the 
law and what the result should be. 
It’s a call Judge Warren has got to 
make. Warren certainly has a lot of 
material to look at. I’ve seen it all. 
When he says there’s a couple of 
hundred pages, he’s not kidding. I 
think he’s trying to do as good a 
job as possible on this motion.” 

Last Friday’s hearing was a dif¬ 
ficult one for Whipple’s partner, 
Sharon Smith.

Noel denies sexual 
attraction to 1 Cornfed'

R obert Noel is denying a suggestion in this month’s San Fran¬ 
cisco magazine that he is gay or bisexual. 

“I’m a raging heterosexual,” Noel said when asked about 
the magazine story that mentioned an attorney who suggested that 
he was sexually attracted to his adopted prisoner son, Paul “Corn- 
fed” Schneider. 

The magazine referred to a letter Noel wrote to his father-in- 
law, David Knoller, to explain Schneider. 

The article said: “{Noel] wrote that this man was handsome and 
that if he got an Armani suit, he would make any mother-in-law 
proud. The Knollers showed the letter to an attorney, who thought 
Noel himself seemed to have an attraction to Schneider.” 

Noel explained that the context of him referring to Schneider 
being handsome related to Schneider’s reputation in Pelican Bay, 
infamous for being California’s toughest maximum security prison. 
Noel explained that the wives of the prison’s officers once voted 
that Schneider was the inmate that they most wanted to see naked. 

“That wasn’t an idea that originated with me,” Noel explained. 
“That was an idea that the correctional officers’ wives who saw him 
testify at the Garcia trial came up with. Here are four or five young 
woman who are married to correctional cops, they see Schneider 
on the witness stand and they’re telling me and everyone else that 
Paul’s at the top of their list. That’s not something I came up with.” 

Noel was referring to the 1997-98 trial of Correctional Officer 
Jose Ramon Garcia, whom he represented. Garcia was charged with 
conspiring with inmates to attack two convicted child molesters. 
Noel lost the case and Garcia was sentenced to prison, Noel and 
Knoller first met Schneider through their work on that trial. They 
said they were very impressed with Schneider’s integrity. ▼ 


Center for Lesbian Rights. Smith 
told reporters outside court that 
although she was disappointed, 
she appreciated that Warren was 
trying to be fair to all sides. 

Benefit for civil case 

Meanwhile, on Monday, June 
10, a crowd packed Citizen Cake 
Restaurant in San Francisco to raise 
funds to help pay the legal costs as¬ 
sociated with the wrongful death 
laWsuit Smith brought against Noel 
and Knoller and her former land¬ 


lord. Smith told supporters that the 
successful effort to change Califor¬ 
nia law to give same-sex couples 
comparable rights in civil cases was 
a lasting tribute to Whipple. Smith 
noted that she was overwhelmed by 
a similar fundraiser held last year at 
Citizen Cake that took in approxi¬ 
mately $45,000. 

Organizer Terry Alvey said this 
year’s event also raised about 
$45,000. 

The overflow crowd included 
Kendell, Hammer, and fellow 
prosecutor on the dog-mauling 
case, Kimberly Guilfoyle Newsom, 
Supervisor Mark Leno, San Fran¬ 
cisco Treasurer Susan Leal, and re¬ 
tired basketball great Nate Thur¬ 
mond and his wife, Marci. 

Speakers included one of 
Smith’s attorneys, Michael Car¬ 
doza. 

“Every day I thank God that I 
got to represent you,” Cardoza 
said to Smith as his voice choked 
with emotion. 

Cardoza, whose voice was al¬ 
ready hoarse, introduced Kendell 
who is working with him on the 
civil lawsuit. 

“Earlier, she told me that I was 
the perfect attorney,” Cardoza said 
referring to a conversation he had 
with Kendell. “One who had no 
voice.” 

Kendell quipped that Cardoza 


“restored my faith in straight 
white males.” 

Kendell recounted the land¬ 
mark decision last July when a 
judge allowed Smith to proceed 
with her lawsuit despite state law 
at the time that only granted that 
right to married couples. Kendell 
said the case was not only the 
most important one she’s handled 
but it was also the highlight of her 
legal career. She said she was very 
impressed by Smith’s graciousness 
at last Friday’s hearing despite her 
disappointment that the judge 
postponed sentencing. 

In her brief speech, Smith 
quoted from a children’s book 
that was a favorite of Whipple’s. It 
was a book by Dr. Seuss, not as 
well known as many of his other 
books, entitled On Beyond Zebra 
about a character who used an al¬ 
phabet that extended beyond the 
letter Z. The excerpt Smith recit¬ 
ed from memory concluded: “In 
the places I go, and the things that 
I see, I could never survive if I 
stopped with the Z. So on beyond 
zebra - it’s high time you were 
shown that you really don’t know 
all there is to be known.”

H JK edical cannabis advocates 
Ml in the Bay Area and 
1W1 around the country rallied 
last Thursday, June 6, to protest 
federal persecution of medical 
marijuana patients and dispen¬ 
saries. 

The day of action was spear¬ 
headed by Americans for Safe Ac¬ 
cess - a collaborative effort of 
drug law reform groups including 
the Cannabis Action Network, the 
National Organization for the Re¬ 
form of Marijuana Laws, the Mar¬ 
ijuana Policy Project, the Drug 
Policy Alliance, and Students for 
Sensible Drug Policy - to protest 
stepped-up federal action against 
medical cannabis clubs in Califor¬ 
nia and elsewhere. 

In San Francisco, more than 
100 activists held a picket at the 
Burton Federal Building in the 
Tenderloin where the local Drug 
Enforcement Administration of¬ 
fice is located. Protesters presented 
a “cease and desist order” and 
called for a DEA representative to 
give them a response. When this 
did not happen, several demon¬ 
strators sat down in front of the 
building. Ten activists were arrest¬ 
ed, including ASA director Steph 
Sherer; the arrestees were cited 
and released. 

“This state and eight others 
have passed laws to permit the 
medical use of marijuana,” said 
Sherer. “We are putting the feder¬ 
al government on notice that we 
have had enough-of this war on 
patients.” 

Supervisor Mark Leno spoke 
to ihe protesters, promising that 
“San Francisco will do whatever is 
necessary to protect the health 
and well being of its citizens. What 
the federal government is doing is 
nothing short of heartless.” 

A similar scene transpired 
across the bay at the Federal 
Building in downtown Oakland. 
Another 100 protesters presented

their demands and were refused 
an audience with a DEA represen¬ 
tative. Authorities closed the 
building to all but employees dur¬ 
ing the demonstration; there were 
no arrests. More than 100 protest¬ 
ers also marched on federal offices 
in Santa Rosa, where a cannabis 
club was raided in late May. 

In Washington, D.C., 10 pro¬ 
testers chained themselves in the 
doorway of the U.S. Department 
of Justice building on Pennsylva¬ 
nia Avenue. The arrestees includ¬ 
ed Green Party member Adam Ei- 
dinger, Shawn Heller of SSDP, 
MPP’s Bruce Mirken, and Kevin 
Zeese of Common Sense for Drug 
Policy. The arrested activists were 
released by Thursday evening. 

Elsewhere across the country, 
similar - though smaller - actions 
took place in over 50 cities includ¬ 
ing Austin, Cleveland, Madison, 
Palm Beach, San Diego, and St. 
Louis. 

Federal Judge Charles Breyer is 
expected to soon issue a ruling 
that will make permanent an in¬ 
junction against the Oakland 
Cannabis Buyers Cooperative, the 


Marin Alliance for Medical Mari¬ 
juana, and a cannabis club in 
Ukiah. Advocates predict that if 
Breyer issues such an injunction, 
the DEA will move to close Bay 
Area medical cannabis dispen¬ 
saries that remain in operation. 

On May 31, federal prosecutors 
initiated forfeiture proceedings to 
seize the assets of the Los Angeles 
Cannabis Resource Center in West 
Hollywood, which was closed by 
the DEA last October (see story, 
page 17). A medical cannabis club 
in Santa Rosa was raided on May 
29, and the CHAMP club in San 
Francisco closed voluntarily on 
May 4. 

ASA has developed an emer¬ 
gency response network to notify 
people in case of further raids on 
medical marijuana clubs. For 
more information, see 
www.safeaccessnow.org. 

Said Eidinger following his re¬ 
lease last Thursday, “One demon¬ 
stration is never enough, but sus¬ 
tained pressure and growing 
numbers of people taking to the 
streets will ultimately lead us to 
victory.” T 


Vermont fails to pass 
medical marijuana measure

IP he Vermont Legislature in 
late May failed to approve a 
‘ * law that would have allowed 
seriously ill patients to use 
cannabis as medicine without fac¬ 
ing arrest. However, the Legisla- 
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ture later passed a compromise 
measure to study medical 
cannabis, and may implement a 
patient protection law next year. 

A strong bill, modeled after 
similar medical marijuana legisla¬ 
tion in California and several 
other states, was passed by Ver¬ 
mont’s House of Representatives 
in March. The House bill would 
have legalized possession, use, and 
cultivation of small amounts of 
cannabis for patients with specific 
conditions and a medical recom¬ 
mendation. 

However, the state Senate 
passed a much weaker bill in mid- 
May that would only have provid¬ 
ed an affirmative defense after ar¬ 
rest. Democratic Governor 
Howard Dean - who appears to 
be exploring a presidential run - 
did not support the stronger 
House version and proponents 
feared he would veto such a bill. 

The compromise measure, 
hammered out by a House-Senate 
conference committee, establishes 
a special committee “to investigate 
and assess options for legal pro¬ 


tections which will allow serious¬ 
ly ill Vermonters to use medical 
marijuana without facing crimi¬ 
nal prosecution under Vermont 
law.” The committee will include 
medical and law enforcement rep¬ 
resentatives, as well as patients; 
lawmakers are notably absent 
from the task force. 

The new committee is mandat¬ 
ed to report its findings by Janu¬ 
ary 15, 2003. The compromise 
measure is awaiting Dean’s signa¬ 
ture. 

“Despite Governor Dean’s 
well-publicized qualms about 
medical marijuana, it is hard to 
imagine how he could object to 
the cautious, careful approach the 
legislators have chosen,” said Billy 
Rogers of the Washington, D.C.- 
based Marijuana Policy Project. 
“It’s frustrating that patients fight¬ 
ing cancer, AIDS, and multiple 
sclerosis will have to face the pos¬ 
sibility of arrest for another year, 
but we’re pleased that the General 
Assembly [House and Senate] 
agreed that patients should be 
protected.” T

(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

•The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

•Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

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Hate crimes bill stalls in Senate 


Celebrating

M igh noon was approaching 
on June 11 as the Senate 
took up federal hate crimes 
legislation that would include 
gays, women, and the disabled. 
Twelve minutes later, the leader¬ 
ship called for cloture, which 
would have allowed up to 30 
hours of debate on the 19 amend¬ 
ments that had been filed. That 
measure gained a majority, 54 
votes, but not the three-fifths (60) 
vote necessary to end debate. 

“Senate Republican leaders 
strong-armed Republican sup¬ 
porters” on the cloture vote, as¬ 
serted the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign in a press release. The vote 
was largely along party lines, with 
only four Republicans joining one 
independent and 49 Democrats. 

“This cloture vote was de¬ 
signed to stop Republican attacks 
that would have killed or softened 
the bill, including amendments to 
remove gender and sexual orien¬ 
tation,” said Chad Johnson, execu¬ 


tive director of National Stonewall 
Democrats. 

“The Democrats used a high- 
risk strategy to speed the bill’s pas¬ 
sage and it not only failed but in¬ 
sulted supporters and prevented a 
breakthrough deal,” argued Rich 
Tafel, executive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans. 

Senator Arlen Specter (R- 
Pennsylvania), a longtime lead 
sponsor of the bill, and co-spon¬ 
sor Senator John Ensign (R-Neva- 
da) voted against cloture. HRC at¬ 
tributed it to “strong-armed tac¬ 
tics” by Senator Trent Lott (R- 
Mississippi), while Log Cabin’s 
Kevin Ivers laid it to the tactics 
used by the Democrats. 

Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), 
the ranking member of the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee, had introduced 
amendments to deal with his con¬ 
cerns. He argued that only with 
such amendments would they 
have a bill that could pass the Re¬ 
publican-controlled House. 

“The Senate had already 
passed this bill twice, once by 57 
votes,” said HRC spokesman 


David Smith. “We counted at least 
62 votes for final passage this time 
around. This has been amply de¬ 
bated in the Senate, it should have 
been just a 15-minute process. 
Our position was to oppose all 
amendments.” 

“There is no evidence that the 
[House] Republican leadership 
would accept even Hatch’s ver¬ 
sion,” Smith continued. He views 
the House leadership as “the real 
obstacle” and believes that, if al¬ 
lowed to come to the floor of the 
House, the bill would pass with at 
least 250 votes. 

“The amendments on this, a 
number of them were non-ger- 
mane and the ones that were ger¬ 
mane were ridiculous right wing 
propaganda,” he said.

CA, U.S. medical 
marijuana laws clash

legal clash over states’ rights 
i and the use of medical mar- 
I ijuana has led to the launch¬ 
ing of a hunger strike by activists 
trying to head off the forfeiture of 
their small office building to the 
federal government. 

The Los Angeles Cannabis Re¬ 
source Cooperative was closed by 
the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration in October, and workers 
there learned last week that the 
Justice Department was moving 
to take over the West Hollywood 
building where they had set up 
shop as a provider of medical 
marijuana to nearly 2,000 pa¬ 
tients. 

“The people who go to that 
building are sick people who can 
prove through documents from 
their doctors that they are ill,” Jef¬ 
frey Prang, a member of the West 
Hollywood City Council, said at a 
news conference. “They are re¬ 
ceiving prescribed medicine. Why 
would the DEA find the time and 
resources to expend these efforts 
in the city of West Hollywood?” 

The six hunger strikers vowed 
to stick it out until the threat of 
criminal prosecution was ended. 

Anger over the prospect of 
continuing raids, arrests, and for¬ 
feitures was the inspiration for a 
nationwide series of protests last 
Thursday at the DEA’s national 
headquarters outside Washington 
and at DEA offices in 55 cities na¬ 
tionwide. Advocates of medical 
marijuana insist that they are 
doing a humanitarian service for 
patients who suffer from HlV-re- 
lated diseases, cancer, and other 
debilitating ailments that make it 
difficult to eat and keep food 
down, and, more importantly, 
stick to the exhaustive regimen of 
medications that can keep the pa¬ 
tients alive. 

A study at the University of 
California at San Francisco found 
that HIV patients who smoked 
marijuana were more likely to put 
on weight and keep on their med¬ 
ications than patients taking a 


protease inhibitor pill or an oral 
placebo. 

“Without the marijuana, they 
can’t keep the pills in their stom¬ 
achs,” said Scott Imler, president 
of the Cannabis Resource Center, 
who told reporters that he was 
under a federal grand jury’s 
scrutiny and could be indicted in 
the future. 

“Antiretroviral therapy was di¬ 
rectly observed. Subjects did not 
miss a dose,” said Dr. Donald 
Abrams, the lead author of the 
study that was presented July 13, 
2000, at the XIII International 
AIDS Conference in South Africa. 

While marijuana is considered 
easy to get in just about any U.S. 
city, medical marijuana users, 
many of whom are in poor health, 
say they need a “safe” and easily 
accessible place where they can 
obtain marijuana without having 
to do their deals on the street 
where they risk getting beaten up, 
robbed, or arrested. 

“If I knew someone who was 
sick, I’d be in a park [buying mar¬ 
ijuana] in a heartbeat,” Sarah 
Wright, a seminary student who is 
taking part in the hunger strike 
told United Press International, 
“but I didn’t want to contribute to 
the black market.” 

The medical marijuana con¬ 
cept appealed to California voters 
who in 1996 approved Proposi¬ 
tion 215, which allowed doctors to 
“prescribe” marijuana to such pa¬ 
tients - the measure unfortunate¬ 
ly did not address the issue of how 
these souls would get a hold of a 
substance that is inherently illegal. 

The U.S. Supreme Court is¬ 
sued a ruling last year that there 
was no medical necessity for ex¬ 
empting marijuana from the fed¬ 
eral Controlled Substances Act, 
which effectively trumped Propo¬ 
sition 215 and turned the state’s 
marijuana buying clubs into com¬ 
mon drug dealers in the eyes of 
the law. As a result, the DEA has 
raided marijuana cooperatives in 
the San Francisco Bay Area as well 
as in Los Angeles. A building used 
by a buyers’ club in Santa Rosa 
was raided by the DEA, which in¬ 


board.” Once that happens, he be¬ 
lieves the measure will sail 
through with broader support. 

Some observers saw the Demo¬ 
cratic tactic as an indication that 
they would rather have an issue for 
the fall campaign than pass hate 
crimes legislation. Ivers declined to 
discuss such speculation. 

HRC political director Winnie 
Stachelberg said they are dis¬ 
cussing future strategy with Sen¬ 
ate supporters.

sists it is not targeting medical 
marijuana organizations, but will 
investigate large-scale trafficking 
organizations. 

DEA spokesman Richard 
Meyer told the Santa Rosa Press 
Democrat last week, “Federal laws 
have not changed, so we will con¬ 
tinue our investigations.” 

But the medical marijuana ad¬ 
vocates have questioned the DEA’s 
priorities. “Club members are not 
Colombian drug lords or al Qaeda 
terrorists,” said Howard Jacobs, an 
AIDS activist who planned to join 
the six hunger strikers. “They are 
not threatening public safety. 
They are simply helping people 
who are sick and suffering. 

“California voters overwhelm¬ 
ingly supported Proposition 215 
and the current federal adminis¬ 
tration claims to endorse states’ 
rights,” Jacobs said. “Why are they 
taking those states’ rights away?” 

But the purely legal obstacles 
may be more difficult to over¬ 
come. No challenge to the govern¬ 
ment’s ruling that there was no 
medical necessity for marijuana 
has yet succeeded, and the 
Cannabis Resource Center appar¬ 
ently doesn’t have much legal am¬ 
munition to use against the Justice 
Department.

sy, or something else, and then 
give the pill back. 

DanceSafe will be at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Pride celebration this year 
with a booth in Civic Center 
Plaza. 

“We’re working with Dance- 
Safe and PartySafe to do harm re¬ 
duction and at our event. We want 
to be responsible and the model of 
best practice,” said Teddy Wither- 
ington, the executive director of 
San Francisco Pride. 

Because harm reduction liter¬ 
ature and pill testing could be 
construed as condoning drug use 
as defined in the bill, harm reduc¬ 
tion advocates contend the bill 
will force promoters to ban 
DanceSafe and its literature from 
their events. 

Critics of the bill also contend 
that the bill violates free speech 
provisions of the First Amendment 
by singling out a particular type of 
music event - raves - for special at¬ 
tention. The bill defines a rave as 
“any electronic dance music event 
of the type commonly referred to 
as rave parties that may be attend¬ 
ed by 500 or more persons.” 

“That could be a Laurie Ander¬ 
son concert. Any number of mod¬ 
ern composers. A class reunion. A 
prom,” said Tim Santamour, 
DanceSafe executive director. 

The net effect of the bill, ac¬ 
cording to Santamour and other 
harm reduction advocates, would 
be to drive raves underground and 
into unlicensed venues. 

“If a measure like this goes 
through, it will effectively run 
raves underground again,” said 
Julie Ruiz of the Drug Policy Al¬ 
liance, a national organization 
that advocates public health-based 
alternatives to the war on drugs. 

Santamour said, “The only ef¬ 
fect that I see is this bill pushing 
people into unsafe venues further 
underground; people are just going 
to become more secretive and hold 
them in spaces where the police 
don’t normally patrol, like in the 
1980s where the number one prob¬ 
lem was unsafe fire exits - like the 
unlicensed Happy Land disco 
where 72 people died in a fire.” 

The state Senate Public Safety 
and Local Government commit¬ 
tees must next hear the bill before 
it can advance to the Senate floor. 
To become law, it must be passed 
the full Senate before the end of 
the legislative session on August 31 
and be signed by the governor. T 


California Narcotics Officers Asso¬ 
ciation, passed through the full As¬ 
sembly by a unanimous vote on 
May 28. It places the onus of re¬ 
sponsibility for curbing drug use 
during raves on promoters by re¬ 
quiring them to sign an affidavit 
which, according to the measure, 
says they are “knowledgeable about 
illegal drugs and drug parapherna¬ 
lia” and will not “permit, condone, 
or ignore violations” of drug laws. 

John Lovell, an attorney and 
lobbyist for the Narcotics Officers 
Association, said, “The intent of 
this bill is to make it safer for the 
kids who attend these events. It 
puts promoters on notice that 
they are responsible for what goes 
on in the venue of an event where 
they’re making a profit.” 

Civil libertarians and drug 
harm reduction advocates say the 
measure violates First Amend¬ 
ment free speech provisions and 
will make harm reduction efforts 
surrounding drug use at raves im¬ 
possible. 

Harm reduction organizations 
such as DanceSafe and PartySafe 
(www.dancesafe.org, www.par- 
tysafe.org) distribute drug educa¬ 
tion literature and provide ecstasy 
pill testing at dance events and 
through the mail. These organiza¬ 
tions believe that drug use - par¬ 
ticularly ecstasy use - at raves and 
other dance parties is inevitable 
and seek to reduce the harm that it 
can cause by educating users about 
its effects. For example, DanceSafe 
suggests that ecstasy users at dance 
events drink lots of fluids to com¬ 
bat heat stroke (the major cause of 
deaths at raves) and wear earplugs 
to reduce the possibility of hearing 
loss due to loud noise. 

The most controversial part of 
DanceSafe’s harm reduction ser¬ 
vice is ecstasy pill testing. Dance¬ 
Safe contends that approximately 
30 percent of the illegal pills sold as 
ecstasy in the U.S. either are not ec¬ 
stasy at all (MDMA, or 3,4 methyl¬ 
ene dioxy methamphetamine) or 
are adulterated with more danger¬ 
ous substances such as DXM (dex¬ 
tromethorphan), speed (metham¬ 
phetamine), and PMA (para- 
methoxyamphetamine) which 
DanceSafe says is one of the “most 
dangerous and toxic hallucinogens 
known” and has caused at least 
nine deaths in the U.S. 

DanceSafe volunteers at events 
will test pills and inform users if 
the pill they have bought is ecsta-

) ; ndeterred by national cov¬ 
erage of its purportedly bi¬ 
ased death penalty trials 
and reported evidence that sug¬ 
gests a former death row inmate’s 
innocence, the state of Texas an¬ 
nounced this week that it will 
retry a gay man for the murder of 
his former lover. 

Calvin Burdine, still in prison 
for the 1983 murder of W.T. Wise, 
made headlines with his death 
penalty appeal case that alleged 
his lawyer, Joe Cannon, slept 
through significant portions of his 
trial. During that trial, Burdine’s 
sexual orientation was used as jus¬ 
tification for execution, because, 
as the prosecution stated, “Send¬ 
ing a homosexual to the peniten¬ 
tiary certainly isn’t a very bad 
punishment for a homosexual, 
and that’s what he’s asking you to 
do.” 

These words and other homo- 
phobic statements were not chal¬ 
lenged by Burdine’s snoozing 
lawyer, who also referred to his 
own client as a “queer” and “fairy” 
during his arguments. Additional¬ 
ly, another man pleaded guilty to 
the murder but was released after 
eight years in prison. Cannon, 
who denied sleeping despite wit¬ 
ness accounts to the contrary, has 
since died. 

With the help of widespread 
media coverage and the backing 
of organizations such as the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
Burdine appealed his conviction 
and sentence, dodging six execu¬ 
tion dates in the process. Over the

torney’s office, but the case is oth¬ 
erwise in the hands of overworked 
federal public defenders. 

Still, the activists vowed to 
fight the forfeiture of their build¬ 
ing, and would insist on a public 
jury trial. 

“We are challenging everything 
the government is throwing at us,” 
said Imler, who indicated that 
their legal strategy could involve 
claims that the government is de¬ 
priving patients of their civil 
rights under color of authority. 

Activists have also taken heart 
from an April 17 federal court rul¬ 
ing in Portland that upheld Ore¬ 
gon’s assisted suicide law, which 
the Justice Department had at¬ 
tacked by planning to prosecute 
doctors who prescribed lethal 
dosages of drugs. The government 
had maintained that such dosages 
did not reflect legitimate medical 
practices and were therefore ille¬ 
gal. 

Otherwise, the patients and 
operators of the Cannabis Re¬ 
source Center are appealing to 
public opinion to pressure the 
White House and Justice Depart¬ 
ment into changing the policy. A 
Methodist minister offered a 
prayer at last Wednesday’s news 
conference to keep the hunger 
strikers safe and to “break the 
hearts of stone of President 
George W. Bush and Attorney 
General John Ashcroft.” T 


past several years, a federal judge 
ruled in Burdine’s favor that “a 
sleeping counsel is equivalent to 
no counsel at all,” and then a 
three-judge panel of the U.S. 


June 3 refused to hear the case, 
leaving in place Burdine’s success¬ 
ful appeal. 

Since the high court ruling, ob¬ 
servers had expected that Burdine

Court of Appeals for the Fifth 
Circuit reversed that ruling and 
reinstated the death sentence. The 
entire Fifth Circuit then agreed to 
hear the case and ruled that Bur¬ 
dine did not get a fair trial. Texas 
appealed this decision to United 
States Supreme Court, which on 


would be retried rather than set 
free. Texas reportedly has incrim¬ 
inating statements from Burdine 
that he later retracted, but legal 
experts are skeptical as to whether 
a successful prosecution can be 
mounted nearly 20 years after the 
crime in question. T

coalition has found it must tailor 
its prevention messages to certain 
segments of the population for 
them to be successful. Unlike mes¬ 
sages targeting a white gay audi¬ 
ence, prevention in the black com¬ 
munity must move beyond the 
“wear a condom” mantra, ex¬ 
plained Robertson. 

“The message that has typically 
gone out to the larger white gay 
community is simply put on a con¬ 
dom and you will protect yourself. 
We found that, before we even get 
to that stage, we need to address 
underlying psychological issues 
such as why would you engage in 
something risky like that,” said 
Robertson. “In our approach it is 
much more than about relation¬ 
ships or put on a condom. It is a 


whole package because we are deal¬ 
ing with institutionalized racism.” 

Another factor in how the 
coalition approaches its preven¬ 
tion strategies is that many 
African Americans either have 
limited experience with healthcare 
or have felt mistreated by doctors. 

“Typically as black men we 
have negative experiences with the 
healthcare delivery system. If you 
have never had a positive experi¬ 
ence around the healthcare sys¬ 
tem, then you aren’t going to get 
tested for HIV,” said Robertson. 

By bringing people together, 
not just through its programs but 
through community events like 
the wellness expo, the coalition 
hopes to mobilize more blacks in 
the fight against HIV and for 
equality in healthcare. Held each 
year on June 15 to mark June- 
teenth, the anniversary of the 
black community’s freedom from 


slavery, the expo is really a re¬ 
minder to the community that its 
struggle is far from over. 

“It’s important that our com¬ 
munity come together to fight this 
disease,” said Dorothy Peterson, 
coordinator of the expo. “We must 
embrace our history as a people 
who rally collectively to fight the 
inequities that contribute to poor 
health among our people.” 

The Bayview-Hunters Point 
Wellness Exposition is free and 
open to the public. It will take 
place from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. Sat¬ 
urday, June 15 at the Bayview 
Opera House, Ruth Williams 
Memorial Theatre at 4705 Third 
Street. ▼

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AIDS activists worried 
by merger talks of 
pharmaceutical giants

P harmaceutical giants Glaxo¬ 
SmithKline (GSK) and Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb (BMS) 
have held preliminary discussions 
about a possible merger, accord¬ 
ing to an article in the March 31 
edition of the New York Times. 
Both companies have been both¬ 
ered by increased competition, 
patents that are expiring, and a 
meager supply of promising new 
drugs in the development 
pipeline. 

Last week activists and health¬ 
care professionals spoke out 
against the possible merger. 

The possible merger troubles 
AIDS activists because, between 
them, the two companies produce 
about half of the dollar volume of 
AIDS drugs sold in the United 
States. It has possible implications 
for both drug development and 
pricing. 

The list of HIV drugs the two 
companies produce includes AZT 
(zidovudine or Retrovir), 3TC 
(lamivudine or Epivir), ddl (di- 
danosine or Videx), d4T (stavu- 
dine or Zerit), abacavir (Ziagen), 
amprenavir (Angernase), 

efavirenz (Sustiva), and the mul¬ 
tiple drug combinations sold as 
Combivir and Trizivir. 

In addition, BMS is developing 
atazanavir, a protease inhibitor 
likely to be approved for sale with¬ 
in the year by the FDA. It maybe- 
come a leading drug in that class. 
A single merged company 


would produce all of the nucleo¬ 
side analog class of drug used as 
the core of most antiretroviral 
drug cocktails. “It would give 
them way too much market 
power, a virtual monopoly,” said 
Mark Harrington, with the AIDS 
think tank the Treatment Action 
Group. 

“I would think this might raise 
antitrust issues,” before federal 
regulatory authorities, “which 
might result in one company’s 
HIV portfolio being auctioned off 
elsewhere,” he said. 

In a statement issued May 31, 
Michael Weinstein, president of 
the Los Angeles-based AIDS 
Healthcare Foundation, cited 
GSK’s refusal to donate drugs to 
resource poor countries as a rea¬ 
son for opposing the merger. In 
contrast, BMS has funded an am¬ 
bitious education and training 
program in Southern Africa. 

In a news release, Weinstein 
said the foundation would urge 
large investors, such as the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Employees Retire¬ 
ment System, to oppose any such 
merger. 

Financial analysts have specu¬ 
lated as to whether the merger 
would even make business sense, 
and whether the news might set 
off a bidding war for BMS by 
other pharmaceutical companies. 

Regardless of the outcome, be 
it merger, divestiture, or any other 
rearranging of corporate boxes, 
the uncertainty of these discus¬ 
sions is likely to have a negative 
impact on HIV drug develop-

Harrington points to the BMS 
purchase of DuPont’s HIV drug 
portfolio last year, which left sev¬ 
eral products in limbo and delayed 
the development of others. He 
fears that this latest round of cor¬ 
porate musical chairs will be even 
more disruptive, reducing compe¬ 
tition and the number of candi¬ 
date drugs in development. ▼

should be neutered or asexual. But 
I don’t think that necessarily has 
to be true,” O’Hearn told the Bay 
Area Reporter when asked about 
his decision to link his two sites. 

By linking his personal Web 
page with his campaign Web site, 
O’Hearn has sparked debate on 
just how open a politico should 
be with his or her sex life. And it 
has evoked memories of the infa¬ 
mous nude shower photo of 
Mayor Frank Jordan in October 
1995 which was widely believed 
to have cost Jordan his re-elec¬ 
tion. 

“I never could understand 
why San Franciscans could freak 
out in such an uptight manner 
when Frank Jordan appeared in 
the raw on the front page consid¬ 
ering the fact that we fancy our¬ 
selves a sexually liberated city. I 
guess it’s all just show,” read an¬ 
other post to the political bulletin 
board discussion about O’- 
Hearn’s site. 

By putting his photo online 
and linking the page to his other 
site, O’Hearn said he is only 
being truthful about who he is. 
He said voters should not expect 
anything less from their elected 
officials. 

“I am a 39-year-old gay man 
who lives in Duboce Park in San 
Francisco and I am single. I am 
not going to pretend on any level 
that I am not a sexual person,” he 
said. “If people want to focus on 
the sexual side they can do that, 
but I am not going to shy away 
from it if they ask me about it. 

“I know for a fact it will come 
up during debates and the elec¬ 
tion cycle. I will rightly ask them 


unless you are willing to disclose 
their private sex lives to me why is 
mine relevant,” added O’Hearn. 

This is O’Hearn’s fourth super¬ 
visor campaign; he ran in 1996, 
1998, and in 2000, losing each 
time. In March 2000 voters did 
elect him to a seat on the Democ¬ 
ratic County Central Committee. 
He did not win re-election to the 
central committee in the March 5 
primary. 

According to his campaign 
Web site, O’Hearn has a political 
science degree from the Universi¬ 
ty of San Diego and currently 
works at City College of San Fran¬ 
cisco in the HIV/STD Education 
Office training peer educators in 
HIV/STD prevention. He has 
served two years on the City’s HIV 
Prevention Planning Council and 
is a past co-chair of the Lavender 
Caucus for Local 790 Labor 
Union. 

Since he posted the link to his 
campaign site on his personal site, 
O’Hearn said he has gotten mixed 
reactions from people. 

“Some e-mails say it’s not okay. 
And I get from well-meaning 
friends and acquaintances that the 
district is much more conservative 
than that and much more intoler¬ 
ant around that kind of behavior. 
They say voters don’t want to per¬ 
ceive their politicians as sexual 
people,” he said. 

There have also been some 
positive responses as well. 

“Others say ‘Gosh. You are a re¬ 
ally attractive guy. Good for you,”’ 
said O’Hearn. 

Or as one posting to the polit¬ 
ical bulletin board said, “I think 
Shawn’s a cutey and he has my 
vote.” 

Whether it will help him dur¬ 
ing the fall election remains to be 
seen. While the district covers the 


Castro and has a plurality of gay 
voters it also encompasses Noe 
Valley and Glen Park. O’Hearn 
could find more conservative vot¬ 
ers, gay and straight, in the dis¬ 
trict are turned off by his Web 
site. 

Other declared candidates in 
the race, when asked about the 
issue, wished O’Hearn luck but 
said they probably would not fol¬ 
low suit. 

“I don’t think it would get me a 
lot of votes,” said Tom 
Radulovich, an openly gay BART 
board member and transporta¬ 
tion consultant. “It’s an interesting 
strategy but one that won’t work 
for me.” 

Bevan Dufty, an openly gay 
former mayoral aide to Willie 
Brown, said as long as it works for 
O’Hearn, he doesn’t think it 
should be a major concern to peo¬ 
ple. 

“I think it is amazing what 
technology allows us to do nowa¬ 
days,” said Dufty. “This is the rea¬ 
son why we live in San Francisco. 
You want to have a good time, so I 
say bless him.” 

Taking the comments about 
his photo and Web site in stride, 
O’Hearn said he has no plans to 
remove the link or change his per¬ 
sonal page. And he points out 
there is no link from his political 
Web site to the personal page. 

“I am sort of one of those can¬ 
didates that I always bring up a lot 
of issues. I don’t want anyone to 
become too comfortable. I really 
want to see whoever is going to be 
in there as supervisor really con¬ 
nects to the neighborhood.” 

Only the polling results on 
election night will reveal if indeed 
voters of District 8 connect to 
O’Hearn or if this election will 
add to his losing streak. T

months,” said Harris. 

When CAPE honored Dean at 
a dinner in Los Angeles in Febru¬ 
ary, he once again made the over¬ 
ture to Harris. But it wasn’t until 
two months later that she finally 
agreed to accept the offer. 

“I finally felt comfortable leav¬ 
ing CAPE in good hands. It is an 
opportunity I couldn’t pass up,” 
she said. “He is charismatic, hon¬ 
est. He is not afraid to step out of 
the box and make tough political 
decisions. He is smart and he is 
not afraid of me.” 

And she said Dean answered 
her concerns over his statements 
about medical marijuana. Dean, 
who is a doctor, has stated there is 
not enough evidence to prove 
that medical marijuana is an ef¬ 
fective healthcare tool. 

“I specifically asked him about 
this. All he is saying is that the 
CDC is doing research to see if 
this really has what we really hope 
it has,” said Harris. “He is not 
going to be opposed if the re¬ 


search is going to say it works.” 

A former San Francisco resi¬ 
dent, Harris worked as an aide to 
Harry Britt when he was a super¬ 
visor and later became a deputy 
mayor under Frank Jordan. She 
helped push for the city to create 
its needle exchange program and 
also worked on the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration’s healthcare plan. 

Known as an aggressive orga¬ 
nizer, Harris built CAPE from a 
small political organization into a 
lobbying powerhouse in Sacra¬ 
mento. She also headed another 
statewide GLBT lobbying group, 
Basic Rights Oregon, which at the 
time was the country’s largest gay 
political group until CAPE sur¬ 
passed it. 

Harris said she will focus on 
raising Dean’s name recognition 
not only in California but the first 
five primary states and is deter¬ 
mining how much money the 
campaign committee will need to 
raise. 

“We consider myself sort of 
the beginning of the kitchen cab¬ 
inet that is going to put Califor¬ 
nia and the first five states togeth¬ 
er,” she said. “I am focused on get¬ 


ting through the primary. He will 
have an easier time beating 
George Bush, quite frankly.” 

Part of her strategy will be to 
hold 200 house parties through¬ 
out California between July and 
January. Harris said she also 
hopes to raise $160,000 in that 
time. 

“I am trying to raise enough 
money to pay for a minimal op¬ 
eration in California and raise 
$65,000 to get on the caucus list 
for the state of Iowa,” she said. 
“We want precinct captains in 
every precinct in California.” 

Those who have worked with 
Harris said Dean could not have 
found a better person to lead his 
campaign efforts and raise his 
profile in the West. 

“Howard Dean could not en¬ 
gage a more aggressive and tena¬ 
cious organizer for his budding 
campaign,” said Eric Bauman, an 
openly gay special assistant to 
Governor Gray Davis. “I have al¬ 
ways had an open and honest re¬ 
lationship with her and have con¬ 
sidered her an ally and partner in 
trying to advance the causes of 
the LGBT community.” ▼

hate crimes and human rights, es¬ 
pecially in light of the recent 
clashes between Arab and Israeli 
students on campus. 

“Even my dad back home had 
someone shout out to him ‘Fuck¬ 
ing Arab’ and he is Mexican,” said 
Guzman, who grew up in Mexico 
and then moved to Rancho Cuca¬ 
monga, a suburb outside Los An¬ 
geles. “As long as you are perceived 
to be Arab, it doesn’t matter. I 
want to really bring that into 
focus.” 

The commission he will serve 
on oversees a wide range of social 
service agencies and will have a 
say in how the city allocates funds 
to those agencies. Guzman said he 
intends to make sure worthwhile

agencies, whether they be gay or 
not, are receiving the funds. 

“If we come across an organi¬ 
zation I feel deserves the money, 


then will allocate to it. But I am 
not actively going out there, and if 
it is a gay organization, saying 
‘Here is the money.’ That is not a 
big part of why I am doing this.” 

What he does hope to do is be¬ 
come involved in city politics once 
he graduates. 

“I am interested in Berkeley 
politics. This is such a different 
place than from where I come 
from, a little suburb outside of 
L.A.,” he said.

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Keeping it real 

Fest documentaries dazzle 


by Gary Morris 


D ocumentaries are the heart of 
the Lesbian & Gay Film Festival, 
not only because they’re often 
worthy in themselves, but be¬ 
cause, like their subjects, they tend to¬ 
ward cultural invisibility and shine when 
the light’s turned on them. Some will 
resurface briefly on PBS or one of the 
simpatico cable TV channels, but few will 
get any kind of commercial release, and 
most will simply vanish after making the 
queer festival rounds. That’s a shame, be¬ 
cause there are some exceptional entries 
(along with a few dogs) in this year’s fest 
that deserve an afterlife. 

Trannies of all stripes get their due 
and then some this year. Festival regular 
Rosa von Praunheim (I Am My Own 
Woman ) weighs in with Queens Don’t Lie, 
a loving portrait of four German drag- 
queen activists. (Castro, 6/19) In startling 
serendipity, two filmmakers from differ¬ 
ent countries produced strong biopics on 
their crossdressing dads. Even Benestad’s 
All About My Father (Castro, 6/16 & 17) 


uses artful special effects and often 
painful interviews with his father, an un¬ 
repentant drag queen doctor in a small 
Norwegian town, to render the chaotic 
effect the transition had on his family. 
Joel Janecek’s dad is another powerful, 
unapologetic drag queen. Myth of Father 
(Herbst, 6/15) shows the rewards along 
with the inevitable rifts that accompany 
the difficult decision to live honestly. 

The ascension of an ex-sex-worker 
tranny to New Zealand’s Parliament was 
greeted with surprise and shock in some 
quarters, but most of her constituents, 
and her fellow MPs, properly adore 
Georgina Breyer, the subject of Annie 
Goldson and Peter Well’s sympathetic 
Georgie Girl. Among her accomplish¬ 
ments, the funny and commanding Brey¬ 
er goes where no tranny’s gone before as 
she judges a children’s sheep-riding con¬ 
test and sets up an office to listen to, and 
act on, the concerns of her enthusiastic 
district. (Flerbst, 6/29) 

The rarely-sighted drag king phenom¬ 
enon is exhaustively explored in Gabriel 
Baur’s Venus Boyz. The “boyz” of the title

Joe Paparella plays it gay for'Mamma Mia!'

M amma Mia! cast member 
Joe Paparella wasn’t too 
keen on the idea of strip¬ 
ping down to a Speedo for one of 
the show’s big dance numbers. 

“At first, it freaked me out,” he 
said. “But once I saw it in the con¬ 
text of the show, it was fine. It’s 
not about how big your biceps are. 
It’s about a bunch of friends hav¬ 
ing a good time.” 

Well, sonje of his colleagues do 
make sure they’re pumped up be¬ 
fore hitting the stage, but Paparella 
doesn’t have the patience for hours 
of gym work. “I swim and do 
yoga,” he said, “but every once in a 
while when you’re standing there 
in your bathing suit, you do think 
about liposuction.” 

In the musical built around the 
songs of ABBA, opening June 18 at 
the Orpheum Theatre, Paparella 
plays one of the two best friends of 
the story’s groom who have gath¬ 
ered on a Greek island for a wed¬ 
ding. Paparella has decided his char¬ 
acter is gay, even though 
the script is silent on the MV 
subject. 

“I thought we needed ^ 

another gay character, /c 

and all of my text and all V f 
of my relationships in m 
the show sort of reflect- i^rl 
ed that, so I’m thinking ' 

that when I play 
him,” Paparella said. 

“I think I once 

called him ‘gay 

Eddie,’ so maybe that’s why I’m 

asked to do interviews with the gay 

press.” 

Paparella figures the cast is half 
gay, half straight, although not all 
the gay performers are as interest¬ 
ed in talking about it as he is. “We 
have so few role models who are 
out and comfortable and working 
and not apologetic,” he said. “I 
don’t want to be apologetic.” 

Paparella grew up in Trenton, 
NJ, where he had dreams of being 
a ballet dancer. “But I wasn’t al¬ 
lowed,” he said. Community the¬ 
ater became a kind of compro¬ 
mise, and Paparella made his 
debut at age 10 in a local produc¬ 
tion of The King and I. 

After graduating from Boston 
Conservatory, Paparella began 
paying his dues. There was the 
summer he spent at a theme park 
doing five shows a day in the blis¬ 
tering sun. “I wouldn’t do that 
again, even if I could be 21 all over 
again,” he said. 

Over the next 10 years, Papar¬ 
ella has stayed busy with roles in a 
succession of musicals on Broad¬ 
way and on the road. The parts 
usually haven’t been huge, but he’s 
okay with that now that he’s in 
Mamma Mia! “Surprisingly, I’m 
really content,” he said. “The show 
is really fun. I like the part I’m 
playing, and I really like the people 
I’m working with.” 

Even in his supporting role, Pa¬ 
parella gets to sing on just about 
every musical number in the 
show. It’s just that he’s not always 
on the stage when he does it. 

“They have booths set up 
backstage, and we get head¬ 
phones, and four of us stand 
around a microphone and sing 
the show because they want to 
recreate that ABBA sound.” 

Surprisingly, when he audi¬ 
tioned, he had seen neither the 
touring company (which previ¬ 
ously played SF in 2000) or the 
Broadway production that be¬ 
came an instant smash when it

opened last year. 

“I didn’t think I was the right 
type,” said Paparella, whose image 
of himself is “a little Rupert Everett 
and a little Rhoda Mor- 
genstern.” “Since I didn’t 
think I was going to get 
it, I felt the freedom to 
make big choices. It 
turned out that was 
what they were looking 
for, people who are real¬ 
ly free and comfortable 
with themselves.” 

Paparella had to 
audition five times 
before he landed the 
role, and the process can be a debil¬ 
itating one for him. “The mindset 
becomes fight, fight, fight,” he said. 
“My first audition for Mamma Mia! 
was on Sept. 11, and I went because 
I had this sense I had to go no mat¬ 
ter what. When I got there, they 
were leaving and sent me home, 
thank God. I couldn’t imagine 
singing ABBA tunes that day.” 

Paparella can see the day when 
he is no longer an actor. “I’ve been 
doing this since I was 10, and I’m 
doing sort of what I set out to do,” 
he said. “Something in the med¬ 
ical field, maybe nursing, really 
began appealing to me after Sept. 
11. Besides, I don’t want to still be 
auditioning when I’m 50.1 don’t 
want to feel I’m under scrutiny 
until the day I die.” 


Bye to Bock 

Adam Bock, one of the Bay 
Area’s most exciting playwrights, is 
moving to New York next month. 
“I’m going to for two reasons,” he 
said. “I met this nice guy who lives 
there, and I’m going to see whether 
I can swim in the big pond.”

Mink Stole to open in new Ronnie Larsen play at Rhino Studio

M ink Stole is not a name for 
a serious actress. Mink 
Stole realizes that. “If I had 
been really smart in the 1970s, I 
would have changed my name,” 
she said. “But it’s too late now.” 

The former Nancy Stoll, girl 
rebel, took the name that becomes 
a legend most when she began 
making movies with a fellow Bal¬ 
timorean, director John Waters, 
who shared her alternative take on 
the universe. The actress and the 
director both made their feature 
film debuts together with Roman 
Candles in 1966. 

Over the next 34 years, Mink 
Stole has appeared in every John 
Waters film, from such cult clas¬ 
sics as Pink Flamingos and Desper¬ 
ate Living to quasi-mainstream 
productions like Serial Mom and 
Cecil B. Demented. In fact, so in¬ 
tertwined is Mink Stole’s name 
with John Waters’ that she fights 
misconceptions from casting of¬ 


fices to more personal relation¬ 
ships. 

“I’m struggling to get people to 
understand that Mink Stole is not 
just this campy person who has 
only ever worked in John Waters 
films,” she said recently from Los 
Angeles. “I’ve done an enormous 
amount of work that he was not 
involved in, so it’s one step at a 
time getting to be recognized so 
that my name is not synonymous 
with his.” 

A case in point is her starring 
role in Sleeping with Straight Men, 
a new Ronnie Larsen play that be¬ 
gins performances June 14 in The¬ 
atre Rhifio’s Studio. Mink Stole 
plays a character not unlike talk- 
show hostess Jenny Jones, in a tale 
inspired by the real-life murder 
that followed a “secret admirer” 
episode. 

In that particular broadcast, a 
straight man was enticed to be a 
guest when told he would get to 
meet a secret admirer. He was 
stunned on the air when the ad¬ 
mirer turned out to be an aspiring

beau, and was so rattled that he 
shot and killed his secret admirer 
not long after. 

“It’s basically a story about love 
and anger and fear,” Stole said. “It 
starts out rather comic before the 
two men meet and collide. And 
then after they collide, and the 
murder happens, it isn’t funny 
anymore.” 

As the story unfolds, Stole’s 
character must confront her guilt 
for setting up a situation that led 
to the murder. “I find that an in¬ 
teresting dilemma,” she said, “to 
feel responsible for something 
that wouldn’t have happened if 
you hadn’t been the catalyst, but 
nonetheless, it’s the person who 
does the killing who is ultimately 
responsible.” 

Stole sees this as a straightfor¬ 
ward acting role, though she 
knows her name (which appears 
above the title, with Dan Renzi’s 
and Sister Roma’s) may send out 
mixed signals. 

“The difficulty with being me,” 
she said, “is that people recognize 
my name, but they expect some¬ 
thing they don’t get. They expect 
me to be this huge campy thing. 
I’m really not. I’m an actor. I’ve al¬ 
ways been an actor. It’s just that I 
got famous for roles that were in 
campy... I don’t even think the 
early John Waters films were 
camp. They were seriously acted. 
If we had been playing it for camp, 
winking at the audience, they 
wouldn’t have been so good.” 

Morning after 

Being Mink Stole has also had 
its pitfalls when it comes to ro¬ 
mance. “It’s the old Rita Hayworth 
story. ‘They go to bed with Gilda, 
and they wake up with me.’ I’ve 
had that happen, too, where they 
go to bed with me, and they want 
me to get up and start entertain¬ 
ing them and be fabulous and ec¬ 
centric the first thing in the morn¬ 
ing. And all I want to do is take a 
shower and have a cup of coffee.” 

Not that being Mink Stole 
doesn’t have its benefits. She’s the 
lead singer in a new band that 
bears her name, which has defi¬ 
nitely help earn it some bookings. 
“We’re trying to get into the Fol¬ 
som Street Fair, which would re¬ 
ally be fun,” she said. “We did a 
performance at a place here called 
the Gauntlet, and I was talking to 
my mother that morning, and I 
said, ‘Guess what, Mom? I have a 
band, and we’re performing at a 
leather bar.’ And she was like, ‘Oh, 
God, just when I thought it was 
safe to go out in the neighbor¬ 
hood.’” 

It’s probably not too shocking 
that Mink and her mother had 
their ups and downs from adoles¬ 
cence on. “I was a tremendous 
embarrassment to her,” she said. 
“She’s not stuffy, but the stuff that 
I was doing, the early films with 
John, she just couldn’t handle. 
Unfortunately, she would tell me 
she was embarrassed, which made 
me angry.” 

A few years ago, fences began 
to be slowly mended. “John Wa¬ 
ters is now an icon in Baltimore,” 
said Stole, “so what used to em¬ 
barrass my mother she can now 
sort of be proud of.” 

While the name Mink Stole has 
appeared in the credits of every 
Waters feature film, there seems to 
be some uncertainty whether their 
long-running collaboration will 
continue. “I don’t know from his 
end, and I don’t know from my 
end,” she said. “That’s not a good

Circus nouveau 


Henness/s 'Circo Zero' at Theatre Artaud

K eith Hennessy is a survival 
artist. He and his loose- 
linked band of local per¬ 
formance artists have been forced 
to become urban guerrillas, scrap¬ 
ping together livelihoods in an in¬ 
creasingly hostile economic cli¬ 
mate, making art after all the 
grants and public funding have 
dried up, calling us on our politi¬ 
cal passivity, creating a style out 
of struggle. When he moved to 
France with several other promi¬ 
nent Mission-based performers 
to join a trendy circus — and re¬ 
ceive full salary and benefits, 
thanks to the French government 
— many thought it was the last 
they’d seen of him. But now he’s 
back, taking a whopping financial 
risk on Circo Zero, “an intimate 
and spectacular circus,” present¬ 
ed, fittingly enough, in the re¬ 
cently foreclosed Theatre Artaud 
(through July 7). 

Nouveau Cirque is a world¬ 
wide movement represented most 
commercially by Cirque du Soleil, 
which has earned itself a place in 
the American psyche by virtue of 
its home on the Las Vegas enter¬ 
tainment scene. Hennessy’s circus 
could only exist here, where the 
performers are drawn from a cir¬ 
cus school and Bondage a Go Go. 
There is a sweet and playful 
earnestness to the proceedings, 
and the combination of music, 
story and aerial acrobats all fit to¬ 
gether as “a group of migrants and . 
exiles gathering for a funeral.” If it 
sounds odd, it is. But you will still 
sit on the edge of your seat and 
gasp as aerialists zoom and drop 
right above your head, and this 
gritty group asks you to forget 
everything you remember about 


Barnum and Bailey. 

Circo Zero has moments of 
humor — in the aw-shucks, nerdy 
character presented by the “power 
tumbler” Tyler Downing, and in a 
group dance, where the entire cast 
twitches to a tune on a boom-box. 
In general, though, the mood is 
dark, and the music, an interest¬ 
ing collection of old Americana 
sung over electronic orchestra, set 
much of this tone. The two singers 
Gabriel Todd and Loren Olds 
sound like heaven together, their 
folky voices blending like twins, 
and they even dance for us. Surely 
this is the only time “Someone’s in 
the Kitchen with Dinah” has ever 
accompanied what the aerialists 
call rope, tissue and hoop. 

Gloom, doom 

The funeral procession leads 
into acts of daring and spectacle 
as promised, but the gloom inside 
the cavernous and reconfigured 
Artaud space could use a pink 
spotlight, a clown or two, a snare 
drum or cymbal crash every once 
in a while. Circo Zero travels tech¬ 
no-style, in a kind of monotone of 
continuous acrobatics. At one 
point, Hennessy literally gets up 
on a platform to speak. “I don’t 
understand anything. I can’t feel 
anything at all. I’m waiting for the 
next bomb, the next martyr, the 
next diagnosis, the next hit-and- 
run .... Welcome to the circus.” 

If Circo Zero is Ground Zero, 
the funeral we’re witnessing offers 
plenty of 9/11 imagery, bodies 
scattered all over the ground 
throughout, as well as falling 
through the air. Instead of ropes, 
the central aerial devices are three 
pairs of curtains, which the per¬ 
formers climb, hang from, wind 
themselves up in, and fall from, 
unwinding from their fabric ropes 


for a frightening moment of loss 
of control, stopped at the bottom 
by some knot or a fold of curtain 
around a foot. Let’s face it, the im¬ 
ages of bodies from the World 
Trade Center will be always with 
us now. And danger, as Hennessy 
points out, is all around us. 

There is no safety net for these 
performers, and their proximity to 
the audience makes for a little 
real-time discomfort, some hair- 
raising. Audience members kept 
clapping or wanting to, but the 
rules weren’t clear. This circus has 
no cotton candy or tigers, and the 
musical score doesn’t come de¬ 
signed to clap over — there are al¬ 
ways people singing, beautifully. 
Even the narrative elements con¬ 
spired to rob the audience from 
the satisfaction of oohing and 
aahing. Only once, as Jade-blue 
Eclipse, the tattooed contortion¬ 
ist, was balancing sideways on one 
hand, did she reach her fingers out 
and ask for some applause. Grate¬ 
fully, we obliged. 

One of the biggest ooh mo¬ 
ments occurred as a hoop artist 
began to swing, higher and wider, 
so high in the rafters and so fast, 
that she would surely crash 
through the wall of industrial 
windows behind her. Instead she 
decided to jump out of her hoop 
and fly over the audience, a smil¬ 
ing figure in streaming purple. For 
a moment, it looked like a good 
way to die. ▼

subject right now.” 

Shortly after the phone inter¬ 
view, Stole sent an e-mail of clari¬ 
fication: “One thing: The answer 
to the question of would I work 
with John Waters again is, ‘Yes, of 
course.’” 

During her run here in Straight 
Men, Mink Stole will take part in 
her second Midnight Mass experi¬ 
ence as part of the annual film fes¬ 
tival put on by edgy impresario 
Peaches Christ. Last year, an on¬ 


stage interview and Q&A with 
Stole took place after a screening 
of Waters’ Desperate Living. This 
year, on July 13 at the Bridge The¬ 
ater, Stole will appear along with 
Waters’ Polyester, to be shown 
with “Odorama” scratch-’n’-sniff 
cards. 

“I had a ball last year,” Stole 
said. “Peaches put together a won¬ 
derful montage of film clips of my 
work that put tears in my eyes.” 

That’s another reason Mink 
Stole is ultimately glad she never 
changed her name. “I’m proud of 
all the work I’ve done as Mink 
Stole.” 


Truth be told, her resume is a 
lot fatter than her bank account. 
“I’ve always lived on the financial 
edge,” Stole said. “I never had a 
dime in my life. When you don’t 
have any money, you have to have 
imagination. It’s all about your 
friends. It’s all about your work. 
It’s all about living with some style 
and grace.” ▼

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Queerish folk 

More Manchester boys in 'Bob & Rose'

R ussell T. Davies, original cre¬ 
ator of Queer as Folk, re¬ 
turns to British television 
with the six-episode series Bob & 
Rose, screened in two sessions at 
the San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. Once again, we 
discover the mean streets of Man¬ 
chester, and the people who ani¬ 
mate them. But this time around, 
only a small part of the action 
takes place in the gay bars and dis¬ 
cos of Manchester’s Canal Street, 
because only half the characters in 
Bob & Rose are gay. 

Bob (Alan Davies) is a high 
school English teacher in his early 
thirties with an active, open gay 
social life. Like most single gay 
men in their thirties, he indulges 
in one-night stands, but he’s be¬ 
ginning to find the whole singles 
scene shallow and unrewarding. 
Rose (Lesley Sharp), who is in her 
late thirties, works in the office of 
an auto repair shop and still lives 
with her mother. She has a

longterm relationship with a guy 
she sort of loves. When Rose meets 
Bob in a chance encounter on the 
streets of Manchester, an unex¬ 
pected relationship blossoms. 

In the first three episodes (Pro¬ 
gram 1), gay-as-a-goose Bob finds 
himself inexplicably drawn to Rose. 
The two of them thrust and parry 
their way around each other, ad¬ 
justing their attitudes and lifestyles 
to the undeniable reality of their 
mutual attraction. And in the final 
three episodes (Program 2), their 
affair sets off shock waves among 
friends and relatives who all have 
an opinion to offer, and many who 
just can’t resist meddling. 

Davies’ script, based on a true 
story, succeeds like his earlier 
Queer As Folk efforts because he 
draws believable characters and 
places them in a three-dimension¬ 
al context, rich in detail. Bob has 
a gaggle of gay male friends who 
work the bar scene, and an in¬ 
credible female “friend” in the 
form of Holly (Penelope Wilton). 
A physics teacher at Bob’s school, 
the two colleagues are also old col¬ 
lege chums, but Holly’s role in 
Bob’s life is to function as his per¬ 
sonal Iago, while Bob remains 
blissfully unaware of her many be¬ 


trayals. Rose lives with her needy, 
single mother and her mother’s fi¬ 
ance, a shady character with an 
agenda of his own. Under the 
guidance of directors Julian Fari- 
no and Joe Wright, all the actors 
in this series turn in wonderful 
performances, with special honors 
going to the female leads, Lesley 
Sharp and Penelope Wilton. 

Russell Davies does a wonder¬ 
ful job with this script, illustrating 
that sexual orientation and affec- 
tional preference are not always 
precisely aligned. And once again, 
he illuminates his subject in a way 
that is not only free of judgment, 
but full of humor. Who could re¬ 
sist Bob’s mother, a rabid activist 
in P.A;H. (Parents Against Homo¬ 
phobia), who must suddenly deal 
with her son’s newly aberrant be¬ 
havior? Audiences should leave 
their political correctness at home 
and prepare themselves for a high¬ 
ly amusing and heartwarming 
cinematic experience. ▼

And they are, either hav¬ 
ing run for major office in Berlin, 
raised money for AIDS, given Safe 
Sex talks nationally, fallen down 
dead in Lufthansa offices to 
protest mandatory HIV testing of 
Lufthansa’s staff, or started the 
first gay TV show. 

They do also have fun, espe¬ 
cially when they put on shows. In 


fact, the stupendously enchanting 
opening number of Queens Don’t 
Lie spotlights a song about a “girl” 
who comes to San Francisco, and 
on landing simply needs “a fabu¬ 
lous, ding-ding-ding, vana-dama, 
sing-song, teeny-weeny, flower- 
power dress.” 

Following this lovely tune, 
Bev, Ichgola, Ovo, and Tima tell 
us about their loves, hates, orgies, 
careers and dreams. One admits 
he had an affair with the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who was lousy in 
bed. Another didn’t know he was 
gay until his mother came home 
drunk one night, stomped into 
his room, and said, “You’re gay. 
Just don’t be a queen and don’t 
join the army.” 

Well, one out of two ain’t 
bad. ▼

Sasha, a Belgrade club 
DJ at a time when the club was 
serving as a part-time bomb shel¬ 
ter, describes his transformation 
into the life of a Sydney rent boy. 
Tony Krawitz’s Into the Night de¬ 
picts the seamier side of the life of 
an Australian teenage hustler, who 
asks for all he can eat, but no kiss¬ 
ing please. Revenge is sweet indeed 
in Lee Galea’s Karmarama, where 
an ex-basher finds his past catch¬ 
ing up with him. (Castro, 6/14) 

6. Size ’em Up, The Parking Lot 
of Shoplifted Delights, Tem¬ 
porarily Insane, and Blue Haven 

Dressing up has never been more 
fun than in this quartet of films 
about the difference a bra, a pair of 
heels, a wig, or a big wad of cash 
can make in how a “girl” feels 
about herself. Christine Russo’s 
jaunty sitcom Size ’em Up makes a 
young female jock’s first trip to a 
ladies’ underwear emporium a life- 
altering experience, as she learns 
first that size matters, and that, just 
as on the soccer field, new play¬ 
mates can pop up in the oddest 


places ( FiGS ). SF filmmaker John 
Church has specialized in the kinky 
links between the Bible Belt and life 
below the belt. Church discovers a 
whole new set of cheap thrills as 
two lovers test the limits of their 
love at the mall in The Parking Lot 
of Shoplifted Delights, featured in 
both Fun in Drag Queen Shorts 
(Castro, 6/14) and SB. An actress 
slumming as a temp worker liter¬ 
ally flips her wig over a new boss in 
Jenn August’s Temporarily Insane 
(DD). Picking up where Dogtown 
and Z-Boys left off, Julian Cauther- 
ley’s Blue Haven mixes several gen¬ 
res in a comic melodrama about 
two Southland skateboarders who 
find a high-risk way to expand 
their relationship {FiBS). 

7. Breaking Up Really Sucks, 
and 10 Rules Lesbian Bed Death 
is only one of many topics hilari¬ 
ously spoofed in two saucy shorts. 
Jennifer McGlone’s Breaking Up 
Really Sucks gives us the mi¬ 
crowave version of love on the 
run, as two woman playing house 
split just as they plug in one too 
many appliances (DD). Lee Fried- 
lander’s The 10 Rules (A Lesbian 
Survival Guide) is a series of cau¬ 
tionary tales about women who 
learn a thing or two about the sis¬ 
terhood of ex-girlfriends (FiGS). 

8. The Visitor As lovely as a 
David Hockney painting, Dan 
Castle’s fable portrays the bitter¬ 
sweet discovery of an aging artist 
when something beautiful his way 
comes. An elegy on youth, surfing, 
old photographs and seahorses, 
which will leave you both touched 
and perplexed {DU). 

9. Tanaka A young Japanese 
man’s journey Down Under to re¬ 
trieve the ashes of his recently de¬ 
ceased uncle takes a decidedly sur¬ 
real turn when he encounters his 
uncle’s “wife” and some new defi¬ 
nitions of family that he may not 
be able to share with his far more 
traditional one back in Tokyo. A 
moving tale, oddly enough in¬ 
spired by director Clayton Jacob¬ 
son’s experience with the lead 
actor Morihiko Hasebe’s miscue 
in a car commercial {DU).

ing into my brain. For example, I 
never thought I’d feel tender feel¬ 
ings when I heard the word ‘Pen¬ 
tagon.’ Eventually I go into tirades 
about the various factions in this 
country who want to make it into 
a theocracy, and how our behav¬ 
ior needs to change because we’re 
isolating ourselves from the rest of 
the world. All of this sounds seri¬ 
ous, but people laugh through the 
whole thing. There are sections 
that are maybe less laugh-filled 
than others.” 

Gonzo therapy 

With its run at Brava, Rebel 
Without a Pause returns Reno to 
the city where she was once “en¬ 
trapped” into having a psy¬ 
chotherapy session. It happened 
right after appearance at an SF- 
MOMA lecture series. 

“That was a pisser because 
that’s when something really 
defining happened,” she said. 
“There were these two shrinks in 
the audience who came backstage 
to invite me down to their place in 
Aptos or someplace. They were 
friends of a friend, and they invit¬ 
ed me for a cocktail or a bun and 
coffee, and I went down there, and 
they basically entrapped me into a 
session. I went all the way there 
and halfway through I hear, ‘Reno, 
Reno, Reno, it’s one thing on 
stage, but in real life a person 
needs to get to the end of a sen¬ 
tence,’ and that’s when I was diag¬ 
nosed with ADD. In retrospect, it 
really wasn’t cool for them to sort 
of snatch me under false pretens¬ 
es, and I really don’t understand 
how they had the balls to do that.” 

The friend who had sent the 
shrinks to that appearance in 1995 
was an ex-lover, but Reno doesn’t 
blame her for the gonzo therapy. 


Reno doesn’t make a big deal 
about being a lesbian in most of 
her shows. “I talk about world 
trade agreements,” she said. 
“There are times when [being a 
lesbian] is relevant, and it does 
come up in this show a couple of 
times.” 

You can probably tell that the 
regular comedy circuit is not for 
Reno. “That’s an atmosphere that 
sickens me,” she said. “They’re just 
in it for making money and get¬ 
ting great-looking women to suck 
their dicks.” 

Reno remembered being asked 
by Showtime to be in one of the 
first gay comedy cable specials, 
and how she talked them out of it. 
“I said, ‘You know, I think you’d 
disappoint your viewers, because 
I’m going to talk about NAFTA, 
and you want me to be talking 
about very-on-the-nose gay stuff. 
It’s not gonna be the right fit.’ “ 

Reno has created a hybrid per¬ 
formance form that is a close fit 
with her actual personality, and 
she feels she’s finally hit her mark 
with both style and message. 

“It’s my time. It’s terrific,” she 
said. “There was some perverse 
inside-out way a silver lining to 
Sept. 11 for me, because it’s shone 
a light on subjects that I would 
usually have to start way back in 
talking about, and now I can just 
jump right into the middle and 
people are with me. Now they’re 
interested in hearing a little some¬ 
thing about the origins of this 
pickle we seem to be in right 
now.” ▼

VP he outspoken performer 
<0 known as Reno sometimes 
1 has a problem finding her 
way to the end of a sentence. “I’m 
parenthetical upon parenthetical 
upon parenthetical,” she said. 
“That’s the way I am in real life, 
and my stage shows are pretty 
much the same thing.” 

The audiences who sought out 
such earlier productions as Reno 
in Rage and Rehab and Reno Once 
Removed were hip to her intense 
stream-of-consciousness style. 
But with Rebel Without a Pause, 
her latest staged rant, Reno is aim¬ 
ing at more mainstream audi¬ 
ences, and that means reining in 
her parenthetical habits. 

“You really have to be a little 
more focused when you’re start¬ 
ing to get the — quote — general 
public, as opposed to the hip 
.001% of the people you get on 
the Lower East Side,” she said 
from her apartment in New York’s 
TriBeCa neighborhood. “You 
worry that these folks wouldn’t 
fuckin’ know what the hell you’re 
talking about if you didn’t finish 
sentences, have transitions, and 
sort of be more normal in your 
approach to the language.” 

After receiving a spate of good 
reviews led by The New York 
Times, Reno felt audiences could 
handle at least some of her usual 
verbal detours, something that 
will be reflected when Rebel With¬ 
out a Pause opens June 18 at the 
Brava Theatre Center. “When the 
word is out that a show is good,” 
Reno said, “people come pre¬ 
pared.” 

Rebel Without a Pause opened 
just a month after the World Trade 
Center towers collapsed eight 
blocks from her home. She had 
been working on a new show 
about the gentrification of 
TriBeCa, the New York mayor’s 
race, and other issues that were 
pushing her buttons before Sept. 
11. On Sept. 12, she began writing 
a new show. 

“The first third is the witness 
section,” Reno said, “with any¬ 
thing I personally witnessed that 
day. The next section is about the 
burgeoning confusion set up by 
this immediate call to arms and 
allegiance and patriotism, all of 
the contradictions that were com-

Penisspotting at the Frameline Fest

^JP olerance, diversity, artistry, 
community: these are all 
m well and good, and there are 
plenty of examples of them 
throughout the festival for those 
who care about such things. But 
what about the mindless suck- 
hounds in the audience? The 
horndogs who sneak in and out of 
screenings hoping, praying for a 
sighting of the sine qua non of 
cocksuckers? What about their 
needs? In short, what about the 
unrepentant schlongspotters who 
attend cultural events merely to 
get a look at a prick outside its 
usual habitats of bar, bath, gutter? 

There’s bad news and good 
news for the devoted dicktician at 
this year’s fest. The good news is 
that there are indeed penises to be 
found. The bad news is that you’ll 
need a telescope the size of Hub¬ 
ble to find them. Well, not quite. 
It’s just that this year, at least in the 
admittedly unscientific sampling 
of this survey, there are no full- 
length cock shows, no histories of 
the penis, no 90-minute exegeses 
of our spongy-tissued little pal. Of 
course, professional penisspotters 
are used to privation; they’re quite 
adept at occupying untenable 
spaces from nettle patches to 
sewer ducts, so adapting to the 
dick drought of this year’s fest 
won’t be as challenging as you 
might think. 

The first place to look, always, is 
in the shorts shows. What, after all, 
is meant by “fun” in the Fun in 
Boys’ Shorts show? Penises, natch. 
This collection begins seductively 
enough, with Baby Blue, starring a

as he is, not everyone will appre¬ 
ciate the star of Besame Mucha, a 
gyrating, self-pawing creature 
whose enticing endowment can’t 
compensate for his dreaded “in¬ 
terpretive dancing.” Two Brazilian 
condom ads turn out to be freak 
shows. One features a gallery of 
toilet queens exposing a series of 
increasingly unappetizing dildos, 
including the rarely seen two-

slacker boy who wisely drops his 
pants almost as soon as he’s on¬ 
screen. Amid a sea of sensitive 
memories of childhood sexplay, 
slackerboy showers, paying partic¬ 
ular attention to his substantial 
schlong. Also in this show is Glad¬ 
iator, a witty satire of the Russell 
Crowe film with a hunky hare¬ 
lipped butch who doesn’t strip, but 
at least wields a long dildo against 
the wicked emperor. (Yes, we do 
count dildos in this survey, as 
they’re sometimes the nearest 
thing to the Good Thing and may 
have to do in a pinch.) In more 
tantalizing territory is Stag, about 
a bachelor party gone Terribly 
Wrong. It seems the groom and the 
best man had a drunken buttfuck- 
ing session. Alert viewers will sigh 
at the sight of criminally hand¬ 
some Guy’s purple-headed pal, 
briefly swinging between his legs. 

More promising is another col¬ 
lection, Foreign Tongues: Interna¬ 
tional Gay Shorts, though purists 
may pout over the context in 
which the cocks appear. Fetching 


headed job menacingly wagged by 
one of the tearoom hags. The oth¬ 
erwise worthy Operation YY from 
Israel at least has a brief shot of an 
Internet porn j.o. 

Full-length fun 

Activist filmmaker Rosa von 
Praunheim has long shown sch- 
longster sympathy, peppering his 
movies with a pleasing assortment 
of dicks ’n’ dildos. His doc on four 
politically-minded trannies, 
Queens Don’t Lie, happily main¬ 
tains his rep. Here we get not only 
casually nude shots of Bev 
Stroganov, Ichgola Androgyn, 
Ovo Maltine, and Tima die Gott-. 
liche, but also discussions of cir¬ 
cumcision and other ancillaries to 
keep the most demanding dong- 
ster excited. Elsewhere in the EU, 
Italy to be specific, there seems to 
be less to cheer. Even at Cocksuck¬ 
ing Central, the Vatican, as seen in 
the documentary The Devil in the 
Holy Water, there’s a dearth of 
dick. True, there’s a sequence of 
faux-religious paintings placing a 


naked Jesus among drag queens 
and leatherboyz, but most ’spot¬ 
ters will bristle at a two-dimen¬ 
sional dick. France, alas, also fails 
to live up to its reputation for lib- 
ertinage. Few who see The Man I 
Love, with its lightning-quick shot 
of a sexy straight boy’s middle leg, 
would believe this is the country 
that produced the Marquis de 
Sade. 

Returning to the US, Everett 
Lewis’ Luster opens with the hint 
of mucho pricko to come — it’s 
miscellaneous male body parts 
writhing behind the credits. As it 
happens, director Lewis does in¬ 
deed grasp the appeal of these 
Restless Confused Horny Teen- 
boys Coming of Age movies. 
“Cousin Jed,” a pretty boy by any 
definition, is seen at literal length 
in two shower scenes, and again 
cavorting naked through his 
trashy apartment. His cousin 
Jackson, also pretty, strips to the 
skin out in public, offering his all, 
which is plenty, to the man he 
loves. 

Canadian Mike Hoolboom’s 
Tom, a brilliant experimental por¬ 
trait of a friend of his, will thrill 
discerning viewers who don’t 
mind a little content with their 
cock. Tom Chomon’s an artist, but 
don’t get upset. He’s also a film¬ 
maker, and his work is excerpted 
here in all its gross glory. Films 
like The Dog Diary and Sadistic 
Self-Portrait feature a panoply of 
prick, including that fetish peren¬ 
nial, Dick as Candleholder. 

Leave it to Britain to trump the 
whole world in dickology. 
Kristiene Clarke’s The Truth About 
Gay Sex is perhaps the fest’s 
Magna Carta of manmeat. Struc¬ 
tured like a primer of homosex, 
and, astoundingly, made for 
British TV, The Truth offers a cor¬ 
nucopia of cock in its deadpan de¬ 
livery of sex advice, medical tid¬ 
bits, and cruising etiquette. For 
the excessively perverted, there are 
photos of the “twisted, knotty va¬ 
riety” of penis, but the typical 
’spotter will find the most solace 
in such insights as “a buckwheat 
pillow is best for a blowjob!” and 
“right here in the middle of Lon¬ 
don is tearoom sex!”, all appropri¬ 
ately visualized. T

Black re: verse 

P oetry once again is claiming its rightful dominant place in our 
collective queer psyches. It’s making a huge comeback espe¬ 
cially among a fresh batch of young poets of color. Nowhere 
is verse hotter and more relevant these days than in the Black queer 
community, where poets are doing for spoken-word what rappers 
did for music lyrics: bending rules, asserting their style, making 
their poems fiercely independent and unafraid. Gay poets of color 
are a powerful cultural force in this city that won’t be silenced. 

To hear some of the hottest new material, make your way this 
weekend to SomArtS (934 Brannan St., at 8th St.), the very cool 
art and performance space South of Market, where the National 
Queer Arts Festival and B/GLAM (Black Gay Letters and Arts

appear as cowboys, gangbangers, 
and less describable icons of mas¬ 
culinity, whooping it up onstage 
and off, living simply by the 
mantra, “Gender is undefined. It’s 
what you make of it.” There are in¬ 
evitable political overtones in this 
kind of drag. Some of the kings 
make no bones about the fact that 
they want the respect that goes 
with masculine privilege: “Being 
female is a performance.” Dressing 
up lets them experience “male¬ 
ness” firsthand. (Castro, 6/28) 

Connected women 

Dykes are also featured promi¬ 
nently in the fest. Swimming Up¬ 
stream: A Year in the Life of Karen 
and Jenny (Castro, 6/29) shows 
that charisma isn’t the exclusive 
property of movie stars after all. K 
& J, whose attempts to have a kid 
put them on a rollercoaster ride 
that threatens never to stop, get by 
on good humor and heart. Ruthie 
& Connie: Every Room in the 
House (Castro, 6/30) features an¬ 
other pair of dazzling dykes. Being 
older, they faced more obstacles, 
including a near-suicide, when 
they abandoned husband and 
family in favor of each other in the 
1970s. These are wonderfully 
warm, funny, and powerful 
women whose connection res¬ 
onates from the screen. 

Moving into more grim areas, 
the Catholic Church’s recent scan¬ 
dals dovetail nicely with two docs 
this year. Macky Alston’s Question¬ 
ing Faith (Castro, 6/16) follows the 
director as he questions both reli¬ 
gious professionals and regular 
folks who’ve experienced trauma 
about “why God lets such horrible 
things happen to people.” His sub¬ 
jects’ stories are passionately por¬ 
trayed, but some viewers may 
question his sincerity in the scene 
where he reacts to an old preach¬ 
er’s claim to believe in angels with 
a shocked: “Angels? Dead people?!” 


Gabriel Baur's Venus Boyz proves that gender is what you make of it. 
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Hasn’t he heard of them? More ev¬ 
idence, if such were needed, that 
religion gets in the way of living 
can be found in The Devil in the 
Holy Water (Castro, 6/21). Direc¬ 
tor Joe Balass took his crew to the 
World Gay Pride event at homo¬ 
phobia’s Ground Zero, the Vatican, 
where he interviews an endless pa¬ 
rade of men in dresses (priests and 
drag queens) along with duplici¬ 
tous nuns (“I have to catch a 
bus!”) and various functionaries 
who mostly refuse to comment on 
queerdom, despite hints that they 
know quite a bit about it. 

In a more fabled realm are the 
nats of Lindsey Merrison’s Friends 
in High Places: The Art of Survival 
in Modern-Day Burma (Castro, 
6/22). Nats are spirits, channeled 
by Burmese queens, that can help 
with finances, love, etc., and 85% 
of the population believe in them. 
The queens who channel them 
(and it’s mostly a “gay thing”) are 
highly respected and feared by all, 
including Burma’s brutal military. 
“Did you fuck the general?” one of 
them asks another. It seems some 
of the nats have “government 
sponsors” who give them presents, 
houses, and perhaps nights of hot

military lovin’. Some of the spirits 
have names suspiciously similar to 
drag queens: Lady Silver Wings, 
Little Flute Lady. 

Sliding into the gutter (or tea¬ 
room), Kristiene Clarke’s The 
Truth About Gay Sex offers a satir¬ 
ical “how-to” for homos (and in¬ 
terested straights) that explores 
such timeless topics as the “anal 
canal” (seen in lurid close-up) and 
irresistible playspaces like public 
toilets. A doctor appears through-

of men still in power, killed 5,000, 
injured 10,000, and put an ongo¬ 
ing crimp in the fledgling democ¬ 
racy movement), which is alluded 
to in passing but not commented 
on. 

Director Stanley Kwan deftly 
substitutes a different political 
subtext — the arrival of a new 
Mandarin class, represented by 
the character of Chen Handong 
(Chinese stage actor Hu Jun), 
which is quietly calling more of 
the shots in the superheated econ¬ 
omy — realizing that a gay love 
story is an excellent vehicle for de¬ 
picting unsettling times. Liu Ye, in 
his first film lead, is sweet as Lan 
Yu. Much of the film’s pleasure lies 
in the subtly shifting balance of 
power in the relationship, given a 
nuanced reading by the leads.

sharks and neurotics. The trade¬ 
mark Leavitt mother-bashing is 
augmented by a Juliet Stevenson 
performance that first errs on the 
histrionic side, but quickly switch¬ 
es into Doris Day channeling 
Oprah. The heart of the piece is an 
honest depiction of coming out, a 
painfully messy process, seldom 
pretty to observe. Had Paul realized 
his dreams, it would have come at 
the expense of his turning into an 
impossible little prig.

out, portentously describing vari¬ 
ous body parts and what to do 
with them. In other scenes, a 
trashy queen takes us on a tour of 
Londons outdoor sex spaces. Her 
eagle eye spies a spanking session 
“right around the corner” (in 
some bushes), and few viewers will 
remain unmoved when she elo¬ 
quently exclaims, “God, the smell 
of cock in that cottage is just un¬ 
believable!” (Cottage is Brit slang 
for an active public toilet.) 
(Herbst, 6/28) 

Some curmudgeons insist that 
“queer humor” is an oxymoron, 
but John R. Killacky and Larry 
Connolly’s Keeping It Real: The Ad¬ 
ventures of Greg Wolloch proves 
otherwise. Wolloch is an anomaly 
by most reckonings: a gay, disabled, 
white comic who lives in Harlem 
because he likes to “keep it real.” He 
hates the “saintly disabled” routine, 
so he skewers it. He’s determined 
to become “the most beloved dis¬ 
abled performer in America. I’m 
going to kick that Christopher 
Reeve’s ass!” The film cleverly visu¬ 
alizes some of Wolloch’s quite 
funny routines, including a hilari¬ 
ous one about adopting a Chelsea 
twink, played to the gay hilt by the 
fetching Stephen Baldwin.

Wolloch’s humor has 
a subtle political edge; one of his 
routines is to pull a straight man 
onstage and “fall in love with him 
for a minute” — actually an excuse 
to paw a nervous hetero boy. Not 
that he’s above dishing his own 
community. In his twink telethon, 
he tearfully reminds his audience of 
“the hidden costs of being gay: the 
parades, the expensive party drugs, 
the painful anal shenanigans.”

more interesting to see what other 
people do with the literary place 
that Black Like Us has taken us. 

Jewelle Gomez ( The Gilda Sto¬ 
ries) has this to say about Black 
Like Us: “The collusion of reli¬ 
gious conservatives to infiltrate 
our lives and our government has 
been openly supported by some 
parts of the black community, es¬ 
pecially the Church. This is death 
to the gay spirit, and gay people of 
color cannot afford to be invisible 
or act above it all.

Evelyn C. White (editor of The 
Black Womens Health Book ) wrote 
the Foreward to Black Like Us, and 
I asked her to expand on it.

We stand on the 
shoulders of ancestors (gay and 
straight) who literally gave their 
lives so that we could see a 
brighter day.

W hen I say that Black Like 
Us: A Century of Lesbian, 
Gay and Bisexual African 
American Fiction (edited by 
Devon W. Carbado, Dwight A. 
McBride, and Donald Weise; 
Cleis, $29.95) is a magnificent 
book, understand that I use the 
word in the hopes of approaching 
the extraordinary significance and 
merit of this remarkable antholo¬ 
gy. Don’t think for a moment, 
though, that Black Like Us is just 
good for you, although this collec¬ 
tion will open your mind and 
heart to a remarkable array of ex¬ 
periences. These editors chose a 
wide range of fiction that explores 
what it means to be both black 
and queer. This is passionate his¬ 
tory and a history of passion, 
sometimes hidden, sometimes 
celebrated. 

The book is divided into three 
sections: 1900-1950: The Harlem 
Renaissance; 1950-1980: The 
Protest Era; 1980-2000: Coming 
Out Black, Like Us. Each is intro¬ 
duced with an essay that situates 
the work in its literary, political 
and historical contexts. The essays 
alone are worth the price of the 
anthology, but the fiction selec¬ 
tions that follow are the vibrant 
heart of this collection. You’ll find 
favorite writers, such as Audre 
Lorde, Langston Hughes and Jew¬ 
elle Gomez, but also extraordinary 
authors such as Angelina Weld 
Grimke and Wallace Thurman, 
who have all but disappeared in 
our often murky past. Editor 
Devon Carbado is Professor of 
Law and African American Stud¬ 


ies at UCLA, a fact which natural¬ 
ly led me to ask first, in our e-mail 
interview, What brought you to 
this project? 

Devon Carbado: “Much of my 
work is concerned with articulat¬ 
ing the connections among race, 
gender, and sexual orientation. I 
came to Black Like Us to il¬ 
lustrate that there is a 
significant body of 
black lesbian, gay, 
and bisexual litera¬ 
ture. As my co-edi¬ 
tor Don Weise 
Sometimes puts it, 

Black Like Us rep¬ 
resents something 
of a paradox: It represents the lit¬ 
erature of a specific identity 
group, but that literature has been 
influenced by, and itself has influ¬ 
enced, other literary movements. 

A final impetus that brought 
me to this book is black feminism, 
which helps to establish a set of 
conditions within the academy, 
within publishing, and within so¬ 
ciety more broadly, that made 
Black Like Us possible. 


Who do you hope will read this 
book? 

It’s really hard to avoid re¬ 
sponding with the cliche “every¬ 
one.” But I do mean that. The 
book, while clearly about black 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual life, cuts 
across a number of genres. Some 
of the stories are autobio¬ 
graphical; other are 
science fiction; still 
others fall into the 
category of fantasy; 
some are clearly in the 
romance genre; and a 
few might be 
thought of as 
protest fiction. 

Surely the real title is Black Like 
Us I, the first of a series. When 
will the next volume be published? 

You are absolutely right here. 
We stress in the preface that Black 
Like Us is just the beginning. We 
mean that. That said, we do not 
have on our immediate agenda 
the project of doing Black Like Us 
II. For one thing, we don’t want to 
monopolize the anthologizing of 
the work. For another, it will be
